1900, relating to the reported transfer to Russia of the 
library of Moukden, I have the honor to inform you that I am 
advised by the Seeretary of the Russian Legation here that 
he has been recently told by the Russian General Commanding 
at Moukden, that the Imperial Library in that eity has not 
been touehed, He stated that it was in a very dilapidated 
condition and that its contents were not exaetly known, but 
that from @nquiries he had made he was reasonably sure that 
it did not contain any Hungarian or Pelish works of the 
XIIith century. 

In this ¢onnection, I may state that about two years 
ago a Hungarian Count Ziehy, while visiting Peking, got the 
Chinese Government to make search in Peking for Hungarian 
and Polish works of the XIIIth eentury whieh he had reason to 
believe were still extant in some Imperial Library here, 

The Austro-Hungarian Minister telis me that one of the offi- 


cials of the Teung Li Yamen was employed for some time look- 


ing through the libraries here but failed to discover any- 
thing. 


I faney the loeating of these works in Moukden has no 


better foundation in fact, than the earlier supposition, 


eurrent for many years, that they were in Peking.

General Orders ) 


1. 1. Pursuant to cablé instructions from the War Department, 
dated March 15th, 1901, Company "B", 9th Infantry,;-is hereby 
detailed as the United States Legation Guard at Peking, China, 
and will enter on that duty upon the withdrawal of the United 
States forces from this a 

2. (a) Major EB. B. Robertson, 9th Infantry, is detailed 
as Commander of the Legation Guard, and his attention is especial- 
ly invited to the fact that the troops under his command are sta- 
tioned in a foreign country, with which the United States is on 
terms of friendship. The guard must, therefore, not to be used 
ageressively unless in defense of the American Legation, or of 
— and property of American citizens in its immediate vicin- ' 
ty. 

(db) The Commanding Officer of the Guard will consult free- ~ 
ly with the Nnited States Minister eoncerning the purposes and 
functions of his command, and will be guided in all except strict- 
ly professional and administrative matters by his wishes and 


desires. 
(ec) <A state of strict discipline should be constantly 
maintained, and particular attention given to as thor “andcnen- 


plete instruction of the soldier in all his duties as circun- 
stances permit, and to impressing upon each and every one con- 
nected with the Legation Guard a realization of the situation 
of the individual and colle@tive responsibikity involved. 

(4) The @uard will repel attacks made by Chinese on the 
American Legation, or its own position, and, if necessary to do 
so, may fire upon the assailants. 

(e) The a may cooperate with other foreign troops for 
defense of the Legations in event of attack being made on same 
by any Chinese force. 

3. Until the barracks and quarters to be constructed are 
ready for oceupancy, Headquarters of the guard, and about two 
thirds of its strength will be quartered in buildings in the 
Temple of Agriculture; the remainder (not less than one Commis- 
sioned Officer and fifty men) in the barracks now occupied by 
Co "K", 9th Infantry, at the South Gate of the Forbidden 
City. The hospital with medicines and medical supplies, subsist~- 
ence stores, quartermaster's store s and supplies, ordnance stores 
etc.,; will remain established or stored in the Temple of Agricul- 
ture until such time as it shall become necessary to vacate the 
grounds and surrender the same to the control of the Chinese Gov- 
e rnment, or until a new place of deposit shall have been provi - 
ded. The necessary sentinels will be posted at the Legation to 
properl it as desired by the United States Minister.

(bo) Such ber o f articles of accoutrement of an infan- 
try soldier as 1 amount to 20% for a force of 150 men which 
should supply ordinary wear and tear for eight months; and such 
spare parts of arms, cleaning materials, etc., as will meet 
probable requirements of the command. 

7 (a) Acting Assistant Surgeon Charles Lewis, is hereby 
detailed for duty as Medical Officer of the Guard, and will re- 
port at the proper time to the Commanding Officer.

8. By the foregoing sections, 4, 5,6 ani 7, it is intended 
to make provision for the guard until December 3lst, 1901. Unless 
orders are received to the contrary, the Commanding Officer will 
forward to the Adjutant Gene ral, Divisi on of the Philippines, in 
time to reaeh that officer by September 30th, 1901, estimates to 
supply each department of administration for a further perod of 
six months, namely: December 3Sist, 1901 to June 30th, 1902.Manila 
will be the base of supply for the guard, and the Commanding Of- 
ficer will be governed actordingly.

impeached them, and that he had seized and severely punished 


members of the gentry and common people who had ereated dis- 
turbance. He had also sent a deputy to consult with the heads 
of missions in regard to the matter of compensation, and was 
hoping that the affair would be speedily brought to a con- 
clusion. Moreover he had commanmded the Provincial Judge and 
Provincial Treasurer and other officials to agree upon a set 
of rules by which the local officials would be charged in 
case of any trouble to settle it justly and expeditiously. 
As to the missionaries of various countries coming to 
Kiangsi to propagate their religion, according to the telegran, 
he had commanded all subordinates to give them protection, 
and in places where there wer e no churches he had fur ther 
ordered them to leave large buildings and to receive the 
missionaries with proper respect and cordiality. He had 
also strictly commanded all his subordinates that they were 
on no account to presume to have any difficulties with foreigners 
As to the An-Fuh district, where there was no church,

It is most un- 
fortunate in this provinee that when the military drove out 
the civil authorities they did not set up some sort of 
government in their place: As it is, the whole province seems 
to be im a general state of anarchy. last Sunday a German 


column met and defeated a large body of well armed Chinese bri- 


gands, led by some ten forgigners. Some of them were killed 


but the most escaped. All this happened within a short 


distance of Tientsin. . 


Those points actually oecupied by foreign troops 


are quiet enough although eventheif Gomplaints are constantly 


heard of robbery, and worse crimes on the part of the

evil disposed Chinese and forsigners. 


The people in the more remote districts have no way 


whatever of protecting themselves from constant raiding, all 


of which is stored up against the foreigner. 

It is hard to understand that in a province but little 
larger than the State of Georgia, occupied by over fifty 
thousand foreign troops, and with a peacefully disposed poptla- 
tion comparatively easy to control, that such a state of 
affairs should exist. 


For some time at least after the departure of the 


troops matters are certain to become still worse. I do not 
believe a foreigner will be able to safely travel through the 
provinee for six months after the evacuation.

In regard to the matter of obtaining the rehabilitation 
of Chang Yin-huan,which you have directed me to do in several 
ef your instructions, and concerning which I telegraphed 
you on the 27th of February last that I heped 1 could get 
the other Ministers here to join me in signing a note request - 
ing it of the Chinese Government,I was shortly after,however, 
ebliged to give up this plan,the Russian Minister informing me 
that he would have to oppose it. His Governmment,he stated, 
had been charged with having brought about Chang's exile in 
4898, and although this was not true,he could not revive the 
question by taking part now in the demand for rehabilitation. 


I then addressed myself te the Chinese Plenipot entiaries, and 


asked if they would memorialize the Trrrone for posthumous 
honers to ve given to Chane , but Li Hune 


Chang 


Chang informed me that both he and Prince Ching would not dare . 


‘to do so, as this was a matter in which the Empress Dowager 
was personally deeply interested; she had considered Chang as 
directly responsible for alienating the Emperor from her and 
thereby foreing the coup @’etat of 1698. 

I have every reason t6 believe that the representatives 
of the Foreig Powers will-later on join me in making this 
request of the Chinese Government, but it seems to me that it is 
better to take up the matter when the negotiations have nearly 
reached the end, and when it may be possible for me to have 
your wishes complied with without even calling upon my 
collegues to support them. At the pre sent time a refusal 
on the part of the Emperor: or Empress to comply with your 
wishes would place us in an awkward position.

A eareful examination"of the report cannot but give great 
satisfaction to those interested in our trade with China. 
The tables showing progress of trade 1691-1900 do. not give all 
articles of American origin, but those whieh do appear show 
material imereases. For example, American sheetings from 
teels 2,0006,455 in 1891, to taels 5,975,903 in 1699 
(taels 2,512,494 in 1900). Jeane 17,517 in 1899 to 157;366 in

1900. Drills 661,591 in 18699 to 1,626,107 in 1699 (805,692 in 


1900). 

American kerosine o11 has not done so well, owing to compe- 
tition with Russian and Samatra oils. From 39,348,477 taels in 
1691, it reached 51,670,855 in 1894, and then fell to 
34,447,112 in 1900, 

Of the carrying trade ffom foreign ports in 1900, 

America secured the usual 1%. 

Referring to the tables on pages 14 and 15 , showing 
annual value of the trade of each country 1693 to 1900, it is 
found that the total trade of the United States has increased 
from taels 17,169 ,213 to taels 31,476,124 (45,974,460 in 1609) ; 
that of Great Britain, ineluding Hong Koug, from taecle 
169,004,210 to 212,632,088, and that of all Burope, sxzeepting 
Russia, from 21,070,986 to ‘35,250,024. 

These figures are misleading for the reason that a 
large part of the Hong Kong trade is not British but American 
or Buropean. The ieee of giving as the country of origin 
of goods the port from which they were shipped is a very 
unsatisfactory one to everybody interested éxeepting the 
British, whose trade is very materially increased (on paper) 


thereby. Many efforts have been made to have the practice

2nd (a) The severest punishment in proportion to 
their crimes for the persons designated in the Imperial, Decree 
of September 25th, 1900, and for those whom the representatives 
of the Powers shall subsequently designate. 

(b>) Suspension of all official examinations for five 
years in all the towns where foreigners have been massacred or 
have been subjected to cruel treatment.

Perpetual prohibition under pain of death of membership 
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im any anti-foreign society; enumeration of the punishments which 
shall have been inflicted on the guilty together with the sus- 
pension of @il official examinations in the towns where foreigners 
have been murdered or have been gubduates to cruel treatment. 

An imperial decree shall be issued and published 
everywhere in the Eupire declaring that all Governors-General 
Governors and provincial or local officials shall be responsible

for order in their respective jurisdictions and that 
whenever fresh anti-foreign disturbances or any other treaty 
imfractions occur which are not forthwith suppressed and 
sie guilty persons punished they, the said officials, shall 
be cee removed, and forever prohibited from holding any 
office or honors. 

For your guidance and saeiieson the Imperial Decrees

It has ‘peen atipuinted an the treaties mde between 
China and the Foreign Powers that their nationals shall have the 
privilege to go inte the interter., | 

The Ceurt in order te guarantee and maintain relations with 

ether ceuntries has already issued desveet prescribing that the 
most earnesthefforts sheuld be made in the preveenee to assure 
protection; nearwhile the local authorities navi te relaxed little 
by little (in the exercise of their duties) troubles have been 
cause@ by evil-deers and erinene have been directed against 
Tere igners; ineidents of this kind have reoccurred several times. 

We recognize that our efforts have been very feeble to 


lead the ignorant people te reform and this has brought us 


te commit grave faults. Net a single lecal mandarin has e n- 


deavered in ordinary times to ebtain a knowledge of European 
affairs and nene has understood the importance of fereign rela- 
tiens. Thus the cenflagration has spread itself everywhere, 
menacing the Empire, and if they will examine themselves, they 
will not feel easy. 

Henceforth each among you ought to apply himself te begin 
anew and te get rid of his prejudices. You ought te know that 
the maintenance of friendly pehations with foreign countries 
has always been a fundamental rule. The people who arrive in 


China, ceming from afar, whether as merchants to exchange their 
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products, as travellers to increase their scientific knowledge, 
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er even as missionaries to preach their religion with the 
object of inciting people to de good, have crossed mountains 
and traversed seas at the cost of great fatigues. Since China 
is admitted to be a civilized nation, she ought to practice the 
duties ef a hostess te her guests. Besides the Chinese who in 
these later years have gone abroad number at least several 
hundreds ef thousands. Their persons and their property depend 
upon the guarantees which the Powers assure them of pretection. 
How (shall we) treat differently their nationals? 

We order all the high responsible authorities, civil and 
military, of all the provinces te instruct their subordinates 
te protect in the most effective manner the agefits and nationals 
eof foreign powers who may come into their jurisdictions. 

In a case where audacious malefactors excite to maltreat 
and massacre Sevelaners, they must go te the place to establish 
order, arrest the guilty and punish them. There should be no 
delay. If on account of indifference or by voluntary tolerance 
great calamities come, the Governors Gemeral, and Governor, and 
previncial or lecal authorities responsible will be removed 
and be ineligible te hold office in other provinces, nor can they 
hepe te be rehabilitated or toe receive new honors. 

The present decree ought toe be printed and published 
in erder te warn the mandarins and people and to put an 


end te all unworthy usages.

IMPERIAL DECREE RELATING TO THE OPERATION OF ARTICLE 11 
OF THE COLLECTIVE NOTE OF DECEMBER 24, 1900. 


In all the provinces bandits have called their adherents to- 
gether and founded anti-foreign secieties. Various decrees have 
formally forbidden them. We have repeated it many a time, and, 
névertheless, during the last years there are still more of 
them. In all the districts of Shantung sects by the name of 
"Ta Tao Houei" (Big Knife Society) and "¥ Ho Kieun" (Boxers) 

' have spread themselves in order te knowingly kill and rob. They 
have little by little gained the territory of Chihli and have 
penetrated unexpectedly into the capital, where foreign build = 
ings “ll been burnt and the Legations attacked. Crimes have been 
thus committed against the neighboring countries and these 
wrongs have been against the general interest, because, not hav~- 
ing “secured their pretection, we have incurred a considerable 
responsibility. 4 

You, the people, who in ordinary times support yourselves 

and live by the products of the earth, who all have been loaded 

with the favery. hope the mpire, have dared to intite these robbers 
to fight, have “methods of 


to false pngtibde.” 


magic, and given yourselves over 


‘You have rashly resisted your mandarins, 


you have massacred them, you have assassinated the foreigners, 
and thus you have been the cause of unheard-of calamities, which, 


above all, have plunged your Sovereign and your fathers into 


grief. 
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We cannot think of that which has been done without a feel~ 
ing of resentment still more deep. We have already formally 
directed the chief officials of the various places to make 

the most earnest efforts to destroy these societies. It is 
important to suppress the bad down to its very reot. Also 

the princes and ministers who have loaned their support to the 
Boxers will submit to the most severe punish ments in conformity 
te their crimes, and to inspire fear all civil and military 
examinations will be suspended for five years in all the villages 
whe re foreigners have been killed or where theynhave been 
subjected to cruel treatment. 

Pearing that the ignorant population of the country has no 
knowledge (of these punishments) new stringent instructions will | 
be made especially in order te preclude the possibility of exe- 
cuting persons who have not been informed. 

You, soldiers and civilians, ought to know that it is : 
formally ferbidden te form these secret societies or to become : 
members thereof. Our ancestors have never shown indulgence in 
suppressing these societies of evil deers. 

Moreover the foreign powers are on friendly terms with us, 


the Christians are children of our blood, the Court looks upon 


them with the same favor and she cannot admit that she has for 
them different feelings. 


All Chinese, Christians or non-Christians, who may be ill 
treated should complain te the authorities and await until a 
fair and equitable judgment is given. How can you lightly 
believe all the rumors that they have spread? How can you no 
engertake inte account the penal laws? 
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themselves by flight and the foolish are put to death. 

It is difficult for the law to pardon, and all this is 
truly very sad. 
| Everyone should reform and repent the teachings which he 
has received, when the present Edict is published. 

- Should hardened and incorrigible cffenders again secretly 
form anti~foreign societies or should anyone become a member 
of them, they will be punished by death. One cannot have 
the least mercy on them. 

: The Tartar Generals, the Governors-General, the Governors, 
and high authorities of the provinces, whose duty it is to 
guide the people, ought te give most explicit instructions to 
their subordinates to prepare stringent proclamations and to 
have printed upon yellow paper (official color) the present 
decree, which will be posted everywhere. 

It is important that every family be advised of its terms 
and be incited te do good, and that all will know that our 
wish is that they will be punished in orderbto aveid the 
affaiction of other punishments. 

This decree is te be published throughout the Empire.

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: TRANSLATION OF AN IMPERIAL DECREE 


On the 13th of November the Grand Secretariat received 
the following decree: - 

The present calamity is due to the Ministers of State 

‘ having participated in and protected the "Boxer" banditti move- 
‘ment which has embroiled us in trouble with friendly nations 
and caused injury to our State. 

We some time ago issued our Decree ordering that various 
degrees of punishment should be meted out to the guilty. At 
the present time the. Boxers have not been completely sup- 
pressed in the vicinity of Peking, and as a consequence the 
country is. eppressed, the people are in distress. On reflecting 
on this condition of thimgs we cannot but express a feeling of 
bitter hatred. If strenuous punisiment is not inflicted 
on the guilty we will not be able to conciliate popular feel- 
ing and appease the anger of friendly nations. 

Let Prinee Tuan (Téai i) be deprived of his rank or title 
or nobility and, together with Prince Chuang, already degraded, 


be temporarily handed over to the Imperial Clan Court to be 
imprisoned within high walls; and after military operations 

have ceased they are to be tramsferred to Moukd@m to be imprisoned 
for life. 

The degraded Prince I (Pu Ching) and degraded Prince 
of the 2nd order,.Tsaai Ying, are in like manner to be handed 
over to the Imperial Clan Court to be imprisoned within high 
walls. Prince Tsai lien has already been deprived of his 
title of nobility, Let him be kept within closed doors so 
that he may reflect on his iniinhae. 

Let Duke Lan be deprived of his entire salary and 


emoluments of office and degraded one step and transferred to 


another post, 


Let Ying Nien, President of the Censorate, be degraded 

two steps and transferred .to another post. 
: | Kang i, formerly Assistant Grand Secretary 
and President of the Board of Civil Office, was deputed to in- 
vestigate the matter of the "Boxer" bandits, and on his return 
to Peking memoralized us in which he said a great deal in favor 
of protecting and screening the Boxers. He should be vigorously 
punished but he is dead and there is no need to further 
consider her case. 

Chiao Shu Chiao, Presiderit of the Board of Punishments, 
was sent to investigate the matter of the "Boxer" bandits 
but he returned to Peking the next day. He certainly performed 
the duty imposed upon him.in a careless mamer. in his report, 
however, he did not present a trumped-up story. Let him be 
deprived of his rank but allowed to retain office. 

The degraded Governor of Shansi, Yu Hsien, while 

holding office tolerated and acted in an easy going way to - 
wards the "Boxer® bandits, resulting in the murder of mission- 
aries and Christians. He acted in an arbitrary and reckless 


mamier and the circumstances attending his action are very serious. 


Let him be deported to the frontier to do hard service and 
never allowed to return. 

We are thoroughly conversant with this matter from the 
very beginning. Tale for instance the cases of Prince I, Tsai 
Lien, and Tsai Ying, in the successive memorials from the 
various High Ministers in Peking and the provinces denouncing 
certain officials, their names were not mentioned. Further, the 
names of these three Princes were not even mentioned in the tele- 
graphic memorials from our Ministers abroad. But acting upon the 
real facts, we in like manner punish them, Thus it may be 
perceived that the peniaheent. light or heavy we have inflicted 
on these persons is perfectly just throughout and not the least 
partiality has been shown. We think the whole world will now 
exeuse us,

Sir : 
I have the honor to enclose to you a copy of Field Marshal 
v, Waldersee's letter to the Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, convey-~- 
ing the decision of the conference of the Commanders-in-Chief of 
the different Contingents on April 6th, regarding action to be tuk- 
en on Articles Vill and 1X of the Joint Note of December 24, 1900. 

The scheme of occupation presented does not differ 
materially from that laid down in the Field Marshal's letter of 
January 2lst last, a copy of which accompanied Mr. Conger's 
despatch No. 519, January dist, 1901. 

I have been told by General von Schwartshoff, Count rén 
Waldersee's Chief of Staff, that so mech of the agreement as 
relates to uae Vlll will really never be carried into 
effect except so far as to dismantle the forts, since they 
are built of md the rain will soon wash them down, or damage 
them sufficiently to make them useless for military purposes

' without very censiderable repairs, thus carrying eut, in effect, 
the wishes of the Department en that subject. 

It is interesting te,nete that, owing te the extreme 
heat ef July and August, it was decided that in case the evacua- 
tien cannot take place prior to duhe 15th, the occupation must 
be e xtended until fall, prebably three months, 

The Chinese Commissioners estimate that the loss to 
China, directly and indirectly on account ef the ecoupatien of 
this province by foreign troeps is 30,000,000 taesls per month 
($21,000,000 U. S. Geld), er fer a period of three months a 
less of 90,000,000 taels (63,000,000, U.8,Geld), a very sonsider~ 
able amount te add te China's already heavy responsibilities. 

The Legatien Guards,,.1900, is about the number always 
contemplated, but which certainly will be allewed to reduce 
itself in ordinary course by expiration of term of service 
in case order is re-established here, until it is reduced to 
1000 men, below which number I do not think it can be safely 
reduced for some years to.come, unless the foreign representa~ 
tives are te cenfine themselves i. te the Legatien quarter, 
The presence ef this small body of treops in Peking will always

Your Excellency :- 
I have the honor to respectfully inform Your Excellency 


as Dean of the Diplomatic Corps, that at request of the Diplo- 
matic Corps (Forwarded to me by the Imperial German Ambassador), 
@ conference ef the Commanders-in-Chief of the different centin~ 


gents has taken place te-day in which the executionary measures to 
Articles & and 9 of the Peace Treaty were decided. I have been 
authorized te communicate to Your Excellency the result of this 


conference which is as follcws: 
TO ARTICLE 8 

By unanimous decision of.the commanders of the contingents my 
proposition was accepted to-wit: to raze the following fortifica- 
tions which on account of their nature and location might hinder 
the free communication between Peking and the seas. 

1. The Military camp on the south exit of Yamgtsun, if it should 
not be used for quartering of a permanent garrison. 

2. The Military Magazine (Sikoo) at Tientsin. 

5. The yellow fort at Tientsin. 

4. The Black Fort (Citadel) at Tientsin. 
5. The Bast Arsenal at Tientsin. 


The two camps at Kuen-liang-tshong. 
The four camps at Hsin-he. 
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» All fortifications at Taku, viz: 
he shore battery with camp on the right bank of the Peiho 
3: Taku south fort with camp. 
Taku northwest fort and north fort on the left bank of the 
Paiho River. 
9. All fortifications at Peitsang, viz: 
South Fort (Fort 1.) 
Middle Fort (Fort 2) 
North Fort (Fort 3) 


The two earthworks directly north of the forts. 


All camps between the line of the forts and the railroad 
embankments. 
10. Ab camps at Iutai situated within 2000 M. from the rail- 
road embankment. 
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ll. All camps between Tangho and Shanhaikwan situated within 
2000 M. of the railroad embankment. 

All the fork at Shanhaikwan the’ railroad and the wharf 
and ought therefore to be razed; but as they are very much 


adapted for the quartering of the international garrison which 

wili be left in Shanhaikwan they will for the present be preserved 
The west arsenal at Tientsin which is without any military im- 

portance will not be razed. 

The high mud wall in the Russian concessien will be left to the 


disposition of the Russian authorities. 


70 ARTICLE 9. 


All Contingent Commanders have SRP ae recognized the 
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necessity te keep Tientsin and Shanhaikwan~-Chingwantao permanently 


and very strongly occupied. It was decided to leave in Tientsin a 
garrison of two theusand men of all arms and in Shanhaikwan-Ching- 
wantao 1500 men. Germany, France, Great Britan, Italy and Japan 
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i111 participa in the occupation of Tientsin; and Russia and 
the same powers with the exception of Italy will oceupy Shanhai- 


_ Austr Hungaria will enly leave small detachments in Shanhai- 
a proposition to establish ® permanent garrison in different 
places. along the line Peking-Taku~-Shanhaikwan for the purpose 


of assuring an effective protection of the free commnication 
between the capitol and the sea was also accepted, Only the Amer- 
ican General Chaffee was of the opinion that an occupation of Pe- 
king, Tientsin and Shanhaikwan would be sufficient. | 
It was decided to leave in : 


Hwangteun, Langfang, Kuenliangtshong, Tongku, Lutai, Tang- 
shan, Lwantechou and Tshangli three hundred men (fifty of 


them te be mounted) and a few machine guns. 
It has been agreed to regulate the distribution of these gar- 


risons among the different. contingents as follews: 


Italy will eccupy Hwangtsun 


Germany will eccupy Langfang and Yangtsun. 
France will eccupy Kuenliangtshong and Tongku 


Great Britan will occupy Lutai and Tangshan. 

Japan will eccupy Lwantshou and Tshangli. 

The Russian General Wogack was of the opinion that some of 
the above nant places could be taken from the list. 


The quartering of the troops in the different garrisons is the 


business ef the concerned Contingents. Each garrison is respon- 


sible for the protection of half of the railroad line between 


his and the next garrison. The railroad depots will be kept occu- 
pied by British Police guards as leng as the railroad remains 


under military control and eperation. Every power has the right 


to station small detachments for communication purposes in 
important points, as for example Tongku,

The increase 
of 4000 men above the permanent garrison will be furnished by 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan and Germany, The Provisional 
Government of Tientsin will alse remain in function during this 
time, 

The Statiens on line on communication on the Peiho river mst 
alse remain occupied viz: Hoshiwu, Matac and Tung-~chow, 

It will be left te the different governments to determine later 
on when the increase shall be withdrawn and furthermore to fix the 
date on which it will be possible to discontinue some of the above 
stated protective measures. The latter can certainly not yet be 
determined and will depend on the strength and good will of the 
Chinese Government to guarantee protection of life and property 
of the foreigners. 

The creation of a joint chief command during the transient per- 
iod as well as during the permanent situation has been indicated 
as being very desirable from a military point of view by all con- 
tingent commanders. It is alse deemed desirable te change the 


chief command about every year to give all concerned contingents 


a chance te appoint a chief commander. 

The proceedings of the executieonary decisions te Article 8 and 9 
of the peace treaty were herewith finished; but as the nature of 
the e@vacuatien the province eof Chili stands in close relation with 
above stated measures same was taken inte consideration. 

It was decided that it would be impracticable te bring to- 
gether a large number of troops at Tientsin as this especially in 
Summer time would be very dangerous from a sanitary point of view 
It must also be stated that the evacuation of Peking and Paotingfu 
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Same wrameperse on of troops to their homes will take place 
t the sane ‘tie, and therefore the evacuation can only begin 
after the transport ships have arrived; it is alse a well known 
fact. that it is impossible to execute leng marches during July 
- AA . st. As a result the evacuation of Peking and Paotingfu 
mst stthe’ be completed by June 15th or the eccupation must be 
until fall. 

The transfer of the civil administratien of the Chinese author- 
ities will take place after the evacuation of places concerned, 


but it is necessary to allow Chinese troops to enter before that 
time and to transfer the guard and police duty directly to them. 
The outbreak of disorders and uprising among the people (Peobel- 
herrschaft) in all larger places will hereby be prevented. 

At the end of the proceedings an understanding was reached con- 
cerning the strength of the guards to be left in Peking for the 
sretesttnn of the Legations. The total number of this force will 
‘net exceed 2000as follows:

Your Excellency : 


I-have the honor te acknowledge receipt of a copy of your 
letter, dated April 6th, to His Excellency, M, d Colegan, Dean 
of the Diplomatic Corps, setting forth the recommendations of 
the conference of the Commanders in Chief of the different 
contingents regarding the. execution of Articles 8 and 9 of the 
Joint Nete submitted by the Diplomatic Corps to the Chinese Rep- 
resentatives. It is ebserved that Your Excellency states that 
"by unanimous decision of the Commanders of the contingents, my 
proposition was accepted, to-wit: to raze the following fortifi- 
cations which on account of their lecation and nature might 
hinder the free communication between Peking and the sea". 

It is noticed that your letter does not state that dismantle- 
ment ef the fortifications would be a satisfactory compliance with 
Articis & to the United States, as was stated by me to Your Ex- 
céliency and others present. This matter is material enly in con- 
serving on this eccasion record of my statement at the conference 
as dismantiement of the forts referred to was the position held 
by the United States through its Minister when the Joint Note was 
under discussion by the Diplematic Corps, se I have been informed. 

It is alse noted that Your Excellency states regarding the 
points to be occupied that."only the American General, Chaffee, 
was of the opinion that occupation of Peking, Tientsin, and Shan- 
ha Sivan would be sufficient". My proposition as stated at the 
conference was that Peking, Yangteun, Tientsin, Tongku, Tongshan, 
and Shanhaikwan, should be occupied.

You are therefore instructed once more to urge 
upon your colleagues the desirability of agreeing upon a ium 
sum not to exceed forty million pounds to be distributed equi- 
tably among the Powers and if the agreement is impossible re~- 
sort to Hague Arbitration . This sum to be paid in money and 
not in territory. This Government is ready to scale its demand 
in any just proportion which may be pieiindad by other Powers.

of the Sth seems to include both the amount and the distribu- 
tion of the indemnity in the question to be submitted to arbi- 
tration in case of disagreement. but toe avoid any possible mis- 


understanding I deemed it prudent to ask for explicit instruc- 


tions on this point. 


, In a circular memorandum which I sent to the various dip- 
lomatic representatives here on the 28th of March,copy of which 
was enclosed in my No.52 of March 29th to the Department,I 


suggested that if it was found imppssible to come to an agree~- 


ment on the question of the distribution of the indemnity in 


peking the matter should be referred to the Hague Tribtnal, 

I enclose herewith a copy of the declaration which f have 
to-day transmitted to my cdlleagies urging upon them the neces¢ 
sity | of the prompt settledemt of the indemnity question on the 
lines indicated by yous This is,consequently,the third time 
that the United States repr-eserntatives have made this proposi- 
tien to the Conferente,;ami I will continue to urge it an every 
occasion, both in writing and orally.

Your telegraphic instruction: received today states for

’T have the honor to report as follows: 
The Russians are sendirg a strong force from Moukden to 
Tung Hwa Hsien where a hostile body of Chinese is said to be. 

Ning, late Taotai, has received orders from the Tartar 
General to return to his post at this port, but. has refused to 
do so unless instructed by the Central Government. 

Railway communication has been reestablished between this 
port and Shan-hai-kwan, pontoon bridges being employed to 
cross some of the rivers. 

The Russians have been building offices and quarters at 
the West (former native) Customs, and are employing two steam 
launches to prevent robbing and smuggling in the harbour and 
adjacent waters. 

With the view, not only of raising revenue but also of 
distinguishing respectable boats from others, they are requiring 
all cargo boats, water boats, and sanpans to register, the first 
paying an annual fee of about $3. the last of about $1. 

This is new, as formerly only boats which left the limits 
of the port either for the sea or for the river were required 
to register. 

The river banks are said to be infested by robbers, and 
whether from this or from other causes no boats are coming 


down. 
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‘The Russians have therefore decided to police the river 
with torpeado boats and steam launches where feasible, and 
beyond that point with Small bodies of men posted at convenient 
intervals along the banks. o 

They consulted various of the residents before arriving 
‘at this decision, 

.Ghinese magistrates have been appointed to almost every 

town and district but they appear to have little or no power. 

The “Grameastehy" and a torpedo boat, are in harbor 
and some guns have been placed in the fort at the mouth of the 
river.

I. have the honor to acknowledge your letter of the 9th in- 
stant,containing copy of the letter by His RBxcellency Field 
Marshal Count von Waldersee to the Dean of the Diplomatic 
Corps, conveying the results of the conference of the commanders 
of the various forces in Peking,held on the 6th instant,for 
which I beg to express my sincere thanks. 

In connection with my informal letter to you of 
this date, note in the Marshal's letter that it is the opin- 
ion of the military commanders that the evacuation of Peking 
and Paoting-fu must either be completed by the 15th of June, 
or the occupation must be extended to next fall. Pending 
the decision of this most important question,it seems to me 
that we should devise means for extending our occupation of 
Peking until at least the first date mentioned.

Dear General Chaffee. 
Yesterday during an interview which I had 
with Prince Ching,he stated that he had been informed that the 
American forces proposed evacuating Peking about the end of this 
month,and he asked what provision we had made for the policing 
of the quarters now entrusted to us after our departure. He 
Said that the native population in the city under our protec- 
tion had been enjoying good government ever since we had been 
there and they were greatly apprehensive that disorder or other 
regrettable incidents might follow a transfer of our authority 
to some other Power. He begged that I would use all of my in- 
fiuence with you and the Government at Washington to devise 
some means by which,while reducing our forces here,since such a 
step was deemed necessary,we would retain control over our 
present sections. If such a plan could be devised,he said, 
by which a native volice might be employed under American super- 
vision he would be greatly pleased. He was particularly anx- 
ious,I may confidentially say,that our quarters should not be 
handed over to Germany. 

IT told the Prince that I had already spoken to you about it, 
and had mentioned also this question to the Government at Wash- 
ington, and that I would see you again concerning it. I said 
that,whatever might be the steps which should be finally taken 
in the matter,a guard of United States troops would remain,as 
heretofore,at the Southern gate of the palace until it was handed 
over to the Chinese Government,and I assured him that we would 


do everything in our power to meet his other wishes. 
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. Before telegraphing to Washington again om the subject of 


retaining control in some form or other over the quarters en- 
trusted to us in Peking,I would be greatly obliged to you to 
give me your views, I think that perhaps some means may be 
devised which may prove the first step in the way of begiming 
the transfer of the policing of this city to the Chinese au- 
thorities, and T should be greatly indebted to you if you will 
give the question your earliest consideration,and aid me with 
your ealuabie suggestions in the matter.

Sir: 

I have the honor to acknowledge your communication dated 
yesterday,and with reference to your informal letter therein 
referred to,I have made reply separately. 

The Marshal did state at the conference that he thonghkt + 
that unless the evacuation of Pao-ting-fu and Peking should be 
completed by the 15th of June,probably it would be necessary to 
extend occupation until next fall,because of the possible con- 
dition of the roads due to rain after that time,and the heat in 
the absence of rain. As to the possibility of this,of course 
he referred to the condition of the nmegotiations,whether or 


not the settlement with the Chinese Government had been 80 ad- 


vanced by June i5th as to permit of the withdrawal of the troops. 


I do not suppose that you feel sure that negotiations 
will be so far completed by June 15th as to admit of the with- 
drawal of the troops,hence the condition at this time is one of 
great uncertainty. Personally I do not think it advisable to 
recommend any change to the Government without a condition of 
hostility shall arise before our departure.

Dear Mr.Rockhill:- 

Your personal letter of yesterday received, 
I have already notified Commanders of the various contingents 
that under instructions it is probable our troops will be with- 
drawn about the end of this month. As the Government has de- 
termined on this course unless something of a very important 


nature should arise - more important in fact than is the matter 


of continuing supervision of the sections of the city we occupy - 


I do not feel that I can advise change of program outlined by 
my dispatches. This,you will remember,was the desire of Mr. 
Hay*s answer to you when it was suggested that the 9th Infantry 
should remain until final evacuation, 

I have notified the Field Marshal of 
the Civil Courts and police employed by us,and have specially 
stated in my letter that my Provost Marshals believe a civil 
magistrate could control affairs in the districtswith the police 
force and courts at present existing. See copy of my letter en- 
closed. The difficulty lies in the fact that the Chinese po- 
lice would not be permitted to interfere with soldiers and un- 
less backed up by troops detailed to look after the section, 
the soldiers wafldisposed, would soon run riot in those districts 
notwithstanding the Chinese police. 

I do not believe that the Chinese may especially fear 
harah treatment from the Germans now,for they appear much better 
disposed than formerly,and so far as I have observed recently 
in the sections adjoining ours,very good feeling exists between 
the Germans and Chinese. Perhaps the Marshal would allow a 
Mayor for the districts we occupy if Prince Ching make request 
of him to that end, 


Hang Chi as a proper person for the position of Mayor of his 


Major Robertson has recommended Mr.Haien- 


He is a resident of the district,one of the centry, 
and a man of force as he atates. Captain Tillson recomueids

of our troops unless a condition of hostility should arise be- 
tween now and the time of our departure;such a course would par- 
take of the view that the Government does not know its own mind.

( as Provost Marshals that a Chinese official in authority as Mayor 
or Mandarin in each section, could maintain order among the 
Chinese inhabitants with the police force at present employed. 
But,as is well known, there is much passing to and from by 
troops in the Tartar section, but not so much as through the 
Chinese section,and with troops the Chinese police have nod right 
to interfere if disorderly,according to rules now in force, 
They can Only make report at the station of the nearset troops 
in ¢harge,and to soldiers on duty as patrolmen in observation of 
Chinese police. For several months the Chinese have preserved 
excellent order in both sections,rarely quarreling among them 1° 
selves,nor have robberies or attempts thereto been very frequent. 

4. Troops now on duty in the sections are; 
For the Tartar City,one company Infantry (100 men) and 24 Ca- 
valrymen. 
For the Chinese City,two companies [Infantry and 24 Cavalrymen. 
At each gate §61 and 62) is a small cavalry guard (4 men),whose - 
s pecial duty is to close the gates at night and to open them 
in the morning. 

In order to comply with my instructions the troops herein 
referred to will be withdrawn about the end of this monbh,as 
you were informed in mg previous letterj;the exact date will 
be communicated to Your Excellency as many days in advance of 
the actual date as I possibly can.

Shan-hai-kwan, 9th April, 1901, 
Sir : 

I have the honor to make the following report on my investi- 
gation regarding the loéting of the foreign settlement at Pei 
tai he in June last and all the pubhishments meted out to those 
found guilty. 

It being manifestly impossible te punish all those 
implicated I sent for the head men of all villages within a 
radius of some 20 li of the settlement. Having interrogated 
these I informed them that within 14 days they must peint eut 
to the effieials those whom they considered as the most guilty 
parties and that they weuld be arrested, I in the meantime hold~ 
ing one half of the headmen as hostages for the production of 
the offenders by the other half, 

‘Im due course 18 men were arrested and their cases 
investigated inte by the Magistrate of Lin Yu hsin acting 
under my orders. Of these 7 were found te be guiltless and 
I accordingly discharged them on the spot. 

The charges against the remaining 11 may be summed up 
under the fellewing heads: 

These who lected, applying the goods to their own uses. 

These who received the looted property. 

Those whe looted themselves and incited others to loot 
with the idea of buying from them and who made a large business 
out of it, by carrying the goods away and selling them in towns 
such as Chang-1i ind Fuening. 
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the remaining 5 te the last. 

‘| I thereupon instructed the Magistrate that all mst be 
punished in conformity with Chinese laws and he accordingly 
sentenced the 6 as above to varicus periods of inprisenment 
(under Chinese conditions), 

' The latter 5 he said should be executed, so I told him 


te proceed in the usual way and apply to the Vieeroy Li Hung 
Chang for the necessary sanction. 
In consequence, on Frigay 29th of March I preceeded with | 
the Magistrate to see the executions carried out at Pei-ta-he 
Having arrived on the scene all the head men petitioned 
that twe of the conde&med having hitherte led exemplary lives 
might be spared, I agreed to their having censulted the 
Magistrate and they were accordingly sentenced to imprisonment 
in stead, 
The sentences on the remaining three were carried out, 
This disposes of all the cases tried, but still there are two 
men of wealth who live at Chang 11 whom I have been unable 
to arrest as yet and I am afraid that it will be impossible to do 
se as being well off they uo doubt are able to bribe freely. 
These men are perhaps the most guilty ef all and if 
caught they will be brought to justice but at present so it is 


said their whereabouts are not known. 


I trust that the foregoing may be considered sufficient pun- 
ishment (fines and any effort to recever property were precluded 
by H. B. M's Censul, the latter being or its value covered by the 
indemity) and that the facts may be made known to all Consuls 


te prevent any further punitive action at Pei-tai-he or the 
posts of other powers as I have intimated te the people that the 
matter may be considered as settled.

Article V of the Joint Note of December 24th, last, provided 


for the maintenance of the interdiction of the importation of 


arms,etc., etc., into China. 


Being desirous of ascertaining under what authority the 


Consular Corps at Shanghai had,in July of last year, interdicted 


the sale or delivery of arms and ammunition in China,I wrote 
to our Consulate General in Shanghai on the subject aml now as- 


certain that,at least so far as the United States were concern- 


ed,no special authority was given our Censul General there to 


agree to this decision of the Consular Body. 


While I do-not: pretend ta assert that some extraordinary 


measure was not necessary in July,1900,it appears to me that 


its continued enforcement without due authority of law - for 


such I suppose is necessary -may be deemed inexpedient or per- 


haps improper. So far as I am aware the United States did not 


agree last year to enforce any prohibition of the exportation 


of arms or ammunition into China. The records of this Legation 


contain absolutely nothing on this subject and the Consul Gener- 


al at Shanghai is also without an expression of the views of 


the Department on the question. 


Until the Powers agree on the method of carrying out Ar- 
ticle V of the Joint Note, it would, of course, be ili-~timed to

Por the last four mouths a large force of Chinese regulars, 
under command of General Tiu uan~ tad, has otcupied territory 
in this province at the gastern end Of the pass leading into 
Shan-hsi,near the town of Huo-ln ( or Huai-in,as it is also 
called) Hsien. They have strongly entrenched themselves and 
have,it is said,censiderable artillery. The French expedition- 
ary forces have occupied positions or their front,but have not 
made any attempt to dislodge them. The French Minister has 
been urgent in his demands on the Chimese Plenipotentiaries 
te order the withdrawal of General Liu’s ferees inte Shan-hsi 
and that peacefully disposed Chinese soldiers take their place, 
promising that the lecal control of Hue-lu Heien would be given 
over to them by the French who would also withdraw farther 
eastward. It was expected that orders for the evacuation would 
be given at a very early date without the necessity for mili- 
tary eperations,when suddenly,on Saturday last,the German mili- 
tary authorities decided that they would attack General Liu 
and drive him back into Shan-hsi. 

Toe do this,the German forces Would have to pass through

The French Minister also used @évery argu- 
ment with the latter te reach the same ern@,and I hear that an 
Imperial decree has just been received ordering Liu and his 
troops te evacuate their position. 

German forces are,however,;being conéentrated at or near Pao- 
ting-fu and the French have sent another regiment from Peking 
te near Hue-lu to be ready for any movement. 1 hepe that nothing 
will be done,but the bad feeling between the German and French 
forces has been greacly intensified by this action ef the Ger- 


mans,which the latter hold te be absolutely unjustifiable.

A general 
discussion, however, ensued on the question of evacuation, and 
of the necessity of promptly taking some steps: which would tend 
to facilitate the transmission of administration from Foreign 
to Chinese hands. All the Ministers were in favor of s~s#,_ _ 
mixed civil government as a first eal towards this restoration 
of Chinese rule, except the German, who stated that his military 
authorities here were strongly opposed to it, and that they 
thought Chinese civil authority should enly be restored in the 
various localities after the evacuation by foreign troops. 

The French Minister expressed the opinion that the various 
Generals should be informed at.once that partial evacuation 
might begin without further delay; that the state of the 
negotiations do not justify the prolongation of the present

with general approval,with a qualified one on the part of the 
German Minister, who stated that he did not think this met 
with the approval of his military authorities, I availed 
myself of the opportunity to call the attention of my colleagues 
to the remark made by the Field Marshal in his letter of Apréi 
6th, that if the evacuation of Paoting-fu and Peking mas 
not made by the 15th of June, it could not be carried but until 
next Autumn, and urged that some step be taken to ascertain the 
ability and willingness of the Chinese to protest the life 
and property of foreigners, and that not a day should be lost, 
as the two months which still separate us from the middle 
of June was a short enough period to deteratne this fact. 
The Ministers agreed to this, and several of them stated 
that had they instructions from their government concerning 
the payment of the indemnity it would be a easy matter to oarry 
out promptly the evaeuation, but unfortunately they were still 
without then. 

I will endeavor to-morrow to bring the discussion on your 
proposition of a lump sum indemnity, which it was impossible 


to

I have the honor to inform Your Exceliency , as 
the Deyen of the Diplomatic Corps,that,upon the wish of that 
body as expressed to me by the German Minister,a Conference of 
the Officers Commanding Contingents was held to-day to consider 
the necessary measures for the execution of Articles VIII and Ix 
of the conditions of peace. IT am authorized to communicate 
them to Your Excellency as followa:- 
Article VIII. 

By the unanimous decision of officers commanding 
contingents my proposition was accepted that the following for=- 
tifications,which by their nature and position might interfere 
with free communication between Peking and the sea,should be 
razed. 

(1) The military cam at south exit from Yangtsun,if it is not 
required for the accommodation of the garrison to be left there. 
(2) The military magizine of Sikoo 
(3) The yellow fort. 
(4) The Black Fort ( citadel ) i a 
(5) The east arsenal 
(6) The two camps at Chun-liang-cheng. 
(7) The four camps at Hsinho. 
(8) All the fortifications at Taku, via:- 
On the right bank of the Peiho,the coast battery with the 
camp attached to it,and the south fort of Taku with ite camp, 
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Beat i 
and on the left bank the North-west and North Forts, 
(9) ‘All the fortifications at Pei-tang, viz:~ 
“the South Fort (Fort Ne.1),the Central and North Ports 
‘(Ports Hese8 & 3 ),the two earth works to the Nerth of these 
and the camps between the line of the forts and the railway. 
(10) All the camps at Lutai within a distance of 2000 metr es 
from the raiiway embankment. 
(11) The camps between Tangho and Shanhaikwan within a distance 
of 2000 metres of the railway. 

All the forts at Shanhaikwan thresten the railway and “ \_ 
the roadstead and should be razed. A&, however, they are suita~- 
ble for the accommodation of the international garrison to be 
left at Shanhaikwan,they should be retained for the present, 

The West arsenal at Tientsin,which is of no military im 
portance,should not be razed,and the high mud wall which lies 
in the Russian concession should be placed at the disposal ef the 
Russian authorities. 

Article IX. 

All the efficers commanding contingents were unanimous in 
recognizing the necessity of maintaining permanently a strong 
garrison at Tientsin and Shanbaikwan «- Chin-wang-tao,the garri- 
son at Tientsin being fixed at 2000 men of all arms and that 
of Shanhaikwan - Chin-wang-tee at 1500 men. Germany,France, 
Great Britain,Italy and Japan will find their share of the 
garrison ef Tientsin,and Russia and the above~mentioned Powers, 


less Italy,of that of Shanhaikwan. 


Austria = Hungary will enly leave small guards in Shanhai- 
kwan and Tientsin. 

My further proposal to arrange fer permanent garrisons at i 
various points along the railway Peking - Taku - Shanhaikwan to 
secure free communication between the capital and the sea met 
with full approval. Only the American General Chaffee was of 


the opinion that an eccupation of Peking,Tientsin and Shanhai-~ 
kwan would be sufficient. 
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To occupy Hwang~tsun, Langfanc, Yangtsun, Chun~-liang-chen, 
Tongku, Lutai, Tongshan, Lanchou and Chang-1li,each with 300 men 
‘Ane1ud ing 50 mounted men,a few machine guns being left at each. 

The distribution of these garrisons to the various ¢on- 
tingents was arranged after consultation as follows:- 
Italy occupies Hwangtsun; 

Germany, Lang-fang and Yangtsun; 
Prance, Chun-liang~cheng and Tongku; 
Great Britain,lutai and Tongshan; 
Japan,Lanchou and Chang~-1i,. 

It is to be remarked that the Russian General von Wogack 
expressed the view that the occupation of some of the above~ 
mentioned points might be dispensed with, 

The quartering of the troops in the various garrisons is 
to be undertaken by the contingent concerned. Each garrison 
.whll be responsible for the safety of the railway line to half- 
way to the next garrison on each side of it. As long as the 
railway remains under military control the railway stations 
will remain occupied by British police guards, Bvery Power has 
the right ef leaving small lines of communication detachments 
at important points such as Tongku. 

Between the present occupation and the permanent settle- 
ment, there will be a transition period in which special meas- 
ures must be taken. It was uniformly recegnized as necessary 
that for this period,the garrison of Tientsin should be raised 
te 6000 men. The surplus of 4000 men above the numbers of the 
permanent garrison will be found by France,Great Britain,Japan, 
Italy and Germany. During this period also,the provisional 
government ef Tientsin will continue in the exercise of its fune- 
tiens. The lines of communieation s&éations on the Pei-ho,Hoshi- 


wu,Mateu and Tungcheu must remain occupied. The time for the 
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“withdrawal eof this reinforcement must be reserved for ulterior 
consideration by the Governments,as must,also,the fixing of the 
daté on which it will be possible to limit the permanent measures 
ef security which have been considered above. It will only be 
possible later on to judge when this latter measure can be 

taken,and it depends upon the question of whether the Chinese 
Coyerament is strong enough and shows an honest desire to take 


over itself the protection of the life and property of foreigners. 


The creation of a common commander-in-chief,both during 
the transition period and for the permanent occupation,is con- 
sidered by all commanders of contingents as urgently desirable 
from a military point of view. It was also considered as de- 
siravie that a change should be made in the chief command about 
once a year,so that all the contingents should take their turn 
in furnishing the commander-in-chief. 

After the consideration of the executive measures to be 
taken in the carrying out of Articles VIII and IX was con- 
cluded,the manner in which the evacuation of the province of 


Chihli was to be conducted,as being ¢clesely connected with the 


above measures,was debated upon. 
It was agreed that it would be impossible to assemble 


large bodies ef treeps at Tientsin,as this,especially in summer, 


would entail grave danger from a sanitary point of view, It 
therefore follows that,simultaneously with the evacuation of 
Peking and Pae-ting-fu,the transport ef the troops to their own 
countries must begin,and that therefere the evacuation cannot 
begin until the necessary transport ships are ready and on the 
spot. It was further recognized that in the months of July and 
August the marching of large bodies of troops in the direction 
of Tientsin - Tengku would be impossible. The consequence of 
this is that the evacuation of Peking and Paotingfu must be 
completed by the 16th June,unless the éecupation is to be ex- 
tended till autumn,

The handing over of the civil government to the Chinese 


authorities cam only take place after the evacuation of the towns 
in question,but it is proper and necessary that Chinese 
treops should be allowed previously to approach so that guard 
and police duties might be handed over to them direct. Thus 
the outbreak of troubles and risings of the people in the 
larger centers will be effectively prevented.

It is noticed that your letter does not state that dis- 
mantlement of the fortifications would be a satisfactory compli- 
ance with Article 8 to the United States,as was stated by me 
to Your Bxcellency and others present. This matter is material 
only in conserving on this occasion we. Ie of my statement at 
the conference,as dismantlement of the forts referred to was 
the position held by the United States through its minister 
when the joint nete was under discussion by the Diplomatic 
Corps,so0 I have been informed. 

It is also noted that Your Excellency states regard- 
ing the points to be occupied that "only the American General, 
Chaffee,was of the opinion that occupation of Peking,Tientsin, and 
S hanhaikwan would be sufficient", My proposition asstated at 
the conference was that Peking, Yangtsun, Tientsin, Tongku,Tong- 
shan,and Shanhaikwan,should be occupied.

The Diplomatic Corps continued to-day the discussion of 
the letter of Field Marshal Count von Waldersee, begun in its 
meeting of yesterday, as reported to you in my despatch No 49 

The conclusions reached in the Marshal's letter concerning 
the carrying out of Article Vlll were adopted by the Ministers, 
who will recommend to their respective Governments that they 
should be carried out. I again objected to the raging 


of the forts and to the inclusion of works other than forts 


in the number to be destroyed, as did also the Japanese Minister. 
As, however, the Japanese Minister finally withdrew his objections 
I did not think proper to insist, so I stated that I accepted 
the views of the majority with the greatest reluctance. 
The Field Marshal in his letter expresses the belief that until 
the end of the occupation the Provisional Government should

continue in the exercise of its functions. I expressed the 
opinion that it would be better if this Provisional Government

British and Russian Ministers agreed with this proposition, and 
the Diplomatic Corps finally expressed the wish that "The 
Provisional Government shall hand over to the Chinese authorities 
the powers which belonged te them in normal times as soon as the 
situation will permit it and without prejudice to the military 
occupation." The German Minister declined to express an 
opinion on this subject; all the others favored it. 

The discussion again coming up on the question of 
beginning the evacuation, I recalled to the meeting the French 
Minister's proposal that the time had come when the Generals 
might be informed that the commencement of evacuation seemed 
necessary. He repeated his former remarks, and added that he 
thought the military commanders might be informed that the with- 
drawal of the Expeditionary Corps might begin, this would in

The Japanese Minister stated that he would like to see the

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that he deemed the presence of troops at Tientsin sufficient

stated that I believed it was not necessary to begin a discussion 
of the question with the Chinese, that we could confine ourselves

There is a strong desire among many of my colleagues to prevent 


any one Nation having a larger guard than another. The German 
Minister thought that if one of the Powers should withdraw its 
guard,another one should have the right of bringing the total of 


the Peking garrison to the regular number. This opinion found 


no support in the meeting. 
The draft of the letter to the Chinese Plenipotentiaries 
was then read, in reference to the International Settlement 
on the Island of Kulangsu, asking them to take steps at an éarly 
date to have created the International Settlement there which 
the Powers understood the Chinese authorities were now Willing 
to make. I will send you a copy of this sommunication within 
a few days. 

The British Minister then presented some remarks of his 
Government on the report for the assessment of claims adopted 
by the Diplomatic Corps, The British Government states that it 
will not ask indemnities for legation guards, and then 
enumerates a number of claims which the Diplematic Cérps had 


agreed 
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agreed to allow, but which it thinks are of a very doubtful 


nature, but in case the Powers do not agree to this it suggests 
they should be most carefully scrutinized before presentation. 


Sir Ernest also stated that five per cent. should be the 


limit of interest in all cases. The British Minister also re- 
submitted a proposition of his government, which meets with the 
‘wen of the German and Italian Ministers, that all private 
claims should be examined by a committee of the Diplomatic 
Corps 80 ma. to ascertain whether they have all been passed 
upon in the same way and in strict conformity with the rules 
adopted. I abstained from voting on any of these propositions, 
not being in a position to consider any suggestions concerning 
claims until the general proposition of my Government on the 
presentation of a lump sum indemity had been voted on. 

The Diplomatic Corps then adjourned without fixing a day 
for its next meeting.

Replying to Department's Wogan tai No. 332, of 
February 28th, - I have the honor to transmit, under separate 
cover, a map of Peking and of the proposed new American 
Legation. I have not sent a separate map of the Denby property, 
as it has been carefully surveyed and included in map of 
proposed Legation. I also transmit plan of Legation guard com- 


pound, showing arrangement of barracks and quarters for officers 


and men, and other buildings. 

The ground selected is very desirable, since it lies some 
10-15 feet higher than the Denby ground. It is so situated that 
the Legation guard can occupy adjoining ground, which would be 
impossible if the present Legation premises had been selected. 
While, with the exception of the Dutch ani Belgian Legations, 


ours will be the smallest, it will be one of the highest, most 


compact 
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compact, and best situated here, In area the Legation proper 


will be about twice the size of the present leased property. 

I have had notices pibias copuiiing Chinese owners of property 

we desire to purchase to exhibit their deeds at this Legation 

so that payment can be arranged for, but as stated in my 

despatch No.578,March 18th last, I shall not pay ever any 

money until it is definitely known that the Court is to return 

here and certain that the Legation is to remain. I think 

the $40,000, appropriated willbe sufficient to purchase all the 

land west of the Dutoh Legation as far as the Chien mén, which 

lies between the Wall and Legation Street. The piece adjoining 

the Legation guard will be used as an exercise ground for the men. 
Major Byron has been placed in charge of building the 

barracks and officers' quarters, and has now just finished clear- 

ing the ground and building  4& wall around the entire property.

It is thought that the fire originated in a small kitchen 
in the rear of the house occupied by the Field Marshal, and that 
it was entirely accidental. Just what use may be made of the 
incident is very hard to say. Coming as it ‘has immediately 
upon the departure of the German column which is intended to 
drive out the Chinese army invading this province from the 


Southwest 
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Southwest appears to some as positive proof that the fire was 
started by Chinese incendiaries. It is to be hoped that it 
will be no influence on the return of the Court. 

The Field Marshal had a very narrow escape from his 
asbestos house which stood in the middle of the Court and 
seems to have been about the first building destroyed. He was 
rescued through one of the windows by a Russian member of his 
staff. 

Major General Schwartzhoff was not so fortunate, as he 
was crushed under some falling timbers and burned to death. 
In his death the Field Marshal has lost a valuable assistant, 
and the German Army one of the most efficient officers of 
their highly trained Staff Corps. He was the German military 
delegate at the Hague Peace Conference.

But this extraordinary outbreak in China will 
require indemnity so enormous as to be beyond our power to 
pay, which fact must be very apparent to Y. B. It will 
be necessary to reduce the demands and extend the time for 
payment to enable us to settle. 

We appoint Chang E, an under Secretary of the Privy 
Council, to confer on this business with the heads of the 
various mission societies and we ask Y.E, will also a 
appoint an official to consult amicably with him and make 
speedy settlement for our common benefit.

The British Minister called on me this morning and in- 
formed me that he was in receipt of instructions from his 
Govermment giving its views on the subject of the indemiity. 
He said that it thought the indemnity showld be scaled down to 
fifty millions of pounds and that a date should be fixed 
after which no claims could be made,- this to limit the amount 
of the claims for military occupation,Which will be about a 
million and a half sterling a month. His Government would pro- 
pose that China negotiate a loan in the open market for a sum 
sufficient to pay the Powers twenty-five millions of pounds, 
for which purpose it could give tha native customs revenues 
and the still imalienated foreign customs revenues. As to the 
time and mode of payment of the remaining twenty-five millions, 
the Powers would have to make an agreement with China. Five 
years might prove to be all the time neceassary, for the in- 
creased tariff which it is proposed to grant her and other 
sources of revenue may be sufficient to enable her to discharge 
this debt. 

The Minister was of opinion that the French might be in- 
duced to @ scaling down and,from what I wrote you in my lo.74 
of the 25rd instant,I think it probable some of the Powers 
will view favorably some reduction of their claims. Sir Ernest 
feared, however,that this plan would be extremely difficult to 
get Germany to consent to,and he thought that Italy and Aus- 


trie might also hold out against it. Belgium,I may add, un- 
doubtedly would,but if Russia and France would accept this 
proposition,!I think it might be carried through. 

The Minister asked me if I thought the United States would 
favor such a compromise. I told him I could hold out mo hope 


of it,that in case our proposition was finally declined by 
the Powers I was instructed to press for a reference of the

It appears premature as yet to attempt to indicate 
what will be the solution of the question,or the amount finally 
presented as a demand on China, but I am daily being strengthen- 
ed in my belief that very considerable reductions will have to 
be made,even if an increase in the tariff of customs duties on 
foreign imports to a 5% effective be agreed upon. 

I enclose herewith a translation of a communication 
sent me by the Viceroy at Wu-chang,Chang Chih-tung, giving 
his views on the easiest way for China to meet the indemnity 
demands of the Powers;; also a. telegram from the Viceroy at

It eppears that in the matter of the missionary. cases in 
Wei Yang and Ch'ing Chuan, in the Hunen province, these were 
the result of trouble brought abcut by rebels, and not the 
Literati, and naturally the order of suspension shoéudd not 
apply there. The trouble only oecurred in the towns of 


Huang Sha Wan and Chiang fzau K*ou, in the jurisdiction cf the 


above named districts. Even if the examinations were to oe 
suspended, it should only be done at the two towns ment loneds 
where the trouble occurred. The suspension of examinations 
merely refers to places where the "Boxers" created trouble 
last year. This rule should not ae missionary cases 
that cecurred in other places. If the examinations must be 
suspended it would seem necessary to clearly state that 

the suspension shall apply to the two towns where the trousle 
oceurred, and not involve the whole prevince. This is in- 
port ant for the sake of justice and fairness,"

The difficulty for the representatives of the Pow- 
ers te arrive at any kind of understanding either aa to 
the amount ef the indemnity te be asked of China,or the 
mode of payment,is becoming more apparent day by day. 

Nene of the methods suggested as to the mode of paying the 
indemnity meet with approval. 

On the 14th of this month,the British Minister 
handed me confidentially a memorandum,copy and trans—lae- 
tien ef which I enclose fer yeur information.

The Diplematic Cerps held a meeting te-day,te con- 
sider the note of the Chinese Plenipetentiaries indica- 
ting hew they preopesed paying 450,000,000 taels,if this 
amieunt Were @sked as indemity by the Pewers. Cepy of 
this neté was sent you in my despatch Ne.86 of May 16. 

Sir Bruest Satow had but a few days before informed 

me privately that his Government advocated the reduction 
ef the tetal amount of the indemnity te 400,000,000 taels. 
Thiea I duly telegraphed you on the 2eth instant. Much 
te my astonishment ,but as I learned later,as a result 


of a further concession made at the last moment by the 
British Geverument to Germany,which it was apparently 
feared might join Russia and France in insisting on a 
guaranteed lean,he informed the Diplomatic Bedy to-day 


that his Gevernment was in favor ef a methed which while 


effecting a reductien of the amount to be asked of China, 
Would not change appreciably the figure already mentioned, 
that i@ te say, 450,000,000 taels. He therefore proposed 

that ut tér July ist ef this year the Pewers should not de- 
mand 6f China any further payments on account of the mili- 


tary eccupation. This,it is estimated,would be a saving 
té Ohinw of net less than 1,500,000 peunds a month. 


The Austrian, German and Russian Ministers were op- 
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posed te this odie German Minister expressing 
himself most strongly on the subject, saying that his 
instructions directed him to insist om the integral pay- 
‘ment ef every cent spent,er to be spent,by his Govern- 
ment on the expedition te Nerth China. I fanecy,however, 
his Gevermnent has practically accepted the British pre- 
posal, 

The Russian Minister,while not so emphatic,declined :

there ensued. a general excharigy of views,when I took eccasten 
say, that ,while reserving for future presentation to the 
Diplomatic Cerps the proposition of my Gevernment concern- 
ing the amount of the indemnity,which hai not yet been 
accepted or rejected by the Representatives of the Powers, 
IT felt at liberty to say that the United States would be 
Pleased to see whatever indemnity might be asked of China 
paid by the issuance of bends by the Chinese Government 
without international guarantee. If this was agreed to 
we would be willing to take them at A 4 interest. 

The German Minister then remarked that in view of 
my statement that I would again bring up the sugreation 
of the American Gevernment to scale down the indemiity, 
he would ask his celleagues to finally vete on the sub- 
ject. He said that he was not aware that any of the 
Pewers saw any reason for limiting the figure of their 
demand en China te ferty millions ef peunds as we had 
Suggested,especially in view of the note of the Chinese 
saying they could pay 450 millions ef taglsjand of the 
mete ef Vicerey Chang Chih-tung offering to pay 400 mil- 
liens in ten years.

Continuing the discussion of the British proposi- 
tiénysthée suggestion therein contained that the indemity 
Should be paid in bonds,was next taken up.

_ future “ver this reason his Government 
pre et a guaranteed Bac He alse advocated the rais- 
“ing ¢ of ‘the tarirr on foreign imports into China to 10g, 
because we ‘Fequire, te insure the payments that have to 
be made on account of the indemnities. , the very best 
guarantees,and that in view of our ignorance concerning 
native revenues,he thought that we should confine our- 
Selves te these collected by a foreign administered ser- 
vice. 
The British memorandum proposes,as one ef the sour- 


ces of revenue for the payment of the interest on the 


debt,the increase of the tariff on foreign imports to a 


6% ad valorem effective. 
All the Ministers agreed to this,with the exception 
of myself. I said the United States Government would 
not agree te any increase of the present tariff without 
compensating commercial advantages; that the eceoncessions 
which we could make China on the tariff constituted the 
most powerful leverage we had eon the country for set- 
tling a number of questionsgand we could not relinquish 
this valuable right except with full assurances that 
these cemmercial grievances would be promptly righted, 
I trust my actien will meet with your approval. I think 
that I may thus be able to secure the cooperation of my 
colleagues in insisting with the Chinese Government on 
the immediate undertaking of the conservancy work on 
the Shanghai riverj;alse those needed on the Tientsin river 
and pessible at Niuchuang. Besides these I think we my 
secure their aid in having Peking placed on the footing 
of a treaty port. These are the compensations I shali at 
all events insist upon pending your instructions, 
Before the meeting adjourned a note te the Chinese 
Plenipeotentiaries,asking them to indicate how they pro- 
posed paying interest on a sum of four hundred and rifty

late her conduct on considerations ef general interest 
and of the particular interest of China,whose resteration 
We Were seeking,and without which the necessary sources 
for discharging her newly incurred indebtedness could not 
be secured, 

The Japanese Minister said his Government preferred 
an international guarantee,if all the ether Powers agreed 
te this plan. 

The German Minister pronounced himself in favor of 
the issuance of bonds,but stated (I presume as his per- 


sonal épinion ) that he saw no objection to some of the 
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Pevers guaranteeing between themselves the bends issued 
to them by Chima, 

The Austrian, Belgian and Dutch Ministers were without 
inetruetions, 

The Italian Minister said that his Gevernment had no 
preference for one over the éther mode. 

I repeated what I had said the day defore,as to the 
preference of the United States for bonds without an in- 
ternational gudrantes and our willingness te take them at 
par and bearing 3% interest. 

I am ineZined te think,in view of the decided pref- 
erence expressed te @ay for the issuance of bends by China 
for the payment of her debt,tegether with the statement ef 
the French Ministerjand the fact that the Russian Minister 
did not further urge the views of his Government,that the 
British prepesal will te véry shortly agreed to by all 
the representatives. 

The queation ef the sinking fund was then taken up 
by the Ministera,and after some desultery discussion, it 
wae decided te request the Comittee en the payment of 
the indemity te have drawn up a number ef plans of 
amertisationj;it being the understanding of the Foreign 
Representatives that the Chinese preferred to extinguish 
the debt within the shortest period possible,say thirty 
yoars. 

The question of the interest on the bonds was alse 
discuss¢é, Great Britain proposing 4% and the United 
States a. 

The Japanese Minister remarked that he thought,if 
the debt was paid eff in bonds,that some provision should 
be made fer the countries which cannot raise leans at 
a very low rate of interest;Japan,for example,had to pay %. 
He sugcested as a possible solution in case a low rate 
yae finally agreed upon, that an additienal amount of 
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bonds over and above that which represented the amount of . 
the indemity due,de isgued to the gountries thus situa- 
ted so as te Cover the difference between the amount of 
interest they would have te pay for a lean,and the rate 
ef interest insured by the bonds, 

‘This plan does not seem to me to be practicable and 
would work a great hardship on China. Some plan must, 
however, be devised to meet this objection. 

The Bristish Minister has cdrifidentieally sugcested 
te me that it might be possible for Great Britain and the 
United States te guarantee the Japanese bonds. In reply 
I told him that in view of the pethliar eonditions in 
which the bends weuld be isstied,and the fact that all the 
Pewers would be jeintiy interested in Ohina making the 
regular payments on thet,it Seated to me possible that 
these bends could be placed on the London arvAmerioan 
markets without any additienal guarantee. I trust yeu 
Will kindly instruct me as te your views on the subject.

of 4%, reserving for future determination the question of the 
amortization. His Government was ready to ask at once of 
the Chinese Government a guarantee for the payment of this 
sum and for the interest specified. 

The Italian Minister also informed the Conference that 
his Government accepted the British proposal to limit the 
demand to the first of July, and to accept the approximate 
figure of 450,000,000 Taels. 

None of the other Ministers had received instructions 
from their governments, but it is highly probable that at the 
next meeting most of them will be abie to announce their formal 
adherence to the British proposal. 

I have informally {unformed several of my celleagues - 

that I would ask you whether you would accept the British 
proposal, but I have not held out any hope of your doing 

SO. I have on the contrary said that it remained for me now 
to ask that the whole subject of the indemity be transferred 
to the Arbitral Court of The Hague.

of their goverments. As I am convinced of the truth of this 
also, I shall not formally make the suggestion unless directed 
to do so by you. After the close of to-day's meeting I tele- 
graphed you in the terms which I confirm on the overleaf. 

The abovevsubjects having, been tenporartiy disposed of, , 
the question of replying to the last letter of the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries concerning the suspension of examinations 
for a period of five years was taken up. 

The Chinese have agreed already to suspension of examina- 

tions in all cities and towns where foreigners were massacred 
or cruelly treated, with the exception of Peking and Taiyuan- 
Fu, the Capital of Shanei. They contend, and with some 
degree of reason, that it is not fair to close the provincial 
or metropolitan examinations, the latter of which must be held 
in Peking, and once in every three years only, to people who 
have never been hostile to foreigners, and who belong to 
towns where no massacres or riots occurred. 

The Russian, French and Japanese Ministers are in favor of

compromising on the question. The whole question of Chinese 
examinations is, however, so badly understood by a number of 
the Foreign Ministers that they hesitate very much to come to 
pie decision on the subject. The discussion to-day did not 
result in any progress being made towards a final understanding 

The Japanese Minister told mé confidentially that his 
Government, through its Minister in London, had asked the 
British Government if it would consider the raising of the 
customs tariff on imports in China to 10%, in consideration 
of the total abolition of the Likin. He asked me if I 
would sound my Government on the same point, and whether I 
thought it might entertain such a proposition. I told him 
that I thought that we would undoubtedly consider it, though 
I held personally that we should not make the concession 
on the tariff without a settlement of all the pending commer- 
cial questions.

l) Taze fonciére. — Bien que cette taxe soit la base principale du revenu de I'Etat, elle est quelque- 
fois abandonnée par le Gouvernement quand les récoltes sont ravagées ou compromises par des fiéaux.

La Commission a ensuite consulté les apts qui lui ont paru le plus susceptibles, par leur situa- 
tion, leur expérience et leur autorité spéciale, de lui fournir des indications sur les ressources de |’ Empire, 
et le meilleur mode de payement. Successivement, elle a entendu Sir Robert Hart, inspecteur général des 
Douanes, M. Hillier, directeur de la Hong-Kong and Shanghai Bank, M. Pokotilow, directeur de la Banque 
Russo-Chinoise, M. Rump, directeur de la Deutsche Asiatische Bank, les mandarins tlsu cheou Pong, 
ministre de Chine en Corée, Na Tong, vice-président du ministére des finances, et Tcheou Fou, grand tré- 
sorier du Tchely. Elie a pris connaissance d'un travail de M. Augustin, directeur de la Banque de I' Indo- 
Chine. Les Min d’Allemagne, de la Grande-Bretagne et du Tones lui ont remis des memoires. 

De l'ensemble de ces opinions et renseignements se dégagent quelques observations générales qu il est 
important de noter pour servir de guide au milieu des explications détaillées gui seront données plus loin. 
Il est peu douteux que la Chine aurait de la peine & s'acquitter en une fois, par ses propres moyens, de !a 
somme que les Puissances seraient disposées a lui réclamer, d’aprés les informations premiéres que nous 
possédons.

e |’Empire. 

D’autres ressources ont soulevé diverses objections, telles |’élévation des droits de douane a {0 °/,, la 
gabelle, l’octroi de Pékin, le tribut du riz. la rente mandchoue, le produit d’économies sur diverses dépenses. 

Une troisiéme catégorie a été écartée comme ne satisfaisant pas aux conditions chercliées, la taxe fou- 
ciére, le likin. 

Enfin une quatriéme a été indiquée comme offraut au Gouvernement Chinois le moyen de combler les 
vides creusés dans son budget par la disparition des recettes affectées aux indemnilés : Ja taxe d'habitation, 
le droit de timbre, un accroissement des droits sur l’opium indigéne.

D'aprés le rapport de M. Jamieson, le Gouvernement préléverait deux sortes de droits sur Je sel : l'un 
de consommation, percu au centre de production et sur de lieu de vente, l'autre de circulation ou likin pré- 
levé en route ou A l’arrivée & la derniére station. Dans les propositions qui ont été présentées a ce sujet, on 
n'a pas fait de distinction entre les deux droits.

The Diplewatic Corps in ite meeting of to-day read a let- 
ter from Field Marshal Count you Waldersee in a reply sent him 
by that bedy on the 24th of last month,in which it had ex- 
pressed its opinion that the Provisional Government at Tient~ 
sin should hand over its powers at the earliest date possible 
to the regular lecal Chinese authorities. The Marshal re-asserts 
his epinion that this Provisional Government should be main 
tained as long as there is any considerable foreign military 
ferce in Peking. I enclose copy of the Marshal‘s letter ; 
alse one of the reply agreed upon to be made. 

The opinion of the Diplomatic Corps on 
this peint was submitted to and received the approval of the 
various Governments and the Field Marshal was so informed. 
Since then,nothing has occurred to alter the belief that 


the evacuation of the native city of Tientsin and 
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the transfer by the Provisional Government to the Chinese 
authorities of the authority with which it was entrusted by 
the Commanders of the troops in North China during the period 
of disorganization resulting from the occupation of Tientsin, 
should be brought to a close as soon as possible, just as is 
being done now in other parts of this province held by foreign 
troops. 

The Marshal's letter has been referred by the various 
Ministers to their govermments for final instructions on the 
matter. I beg you will give the subject your early attention. 

I informed you in my despatch NoSS of the 15th instants 

that the Diplomatic Corps was endeavoring to reach a conclu- 
gion on the subject of the suspension of the metropolitan 
examinations, which the Chinese Plenipotentiaries think should 
be excepted from the operation of paragraph B, Article II of 
the Joint Note. This subject was taken up again to-day, and 
two propositions made. The first stated that while the Powers 
could hold out no hope of an amelioratien of therterms of the 
demands for the suspension of examinations in all the towns and 
cities where foreigners had been massacred or been subjected to 


cruel 
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cruel treatment, the conditions in which the metropolitan 
examinations take place ( these examinations can only be 
held in the capital of the Empire, and under the nominal 
direction of the Emperor, who confers in person some of the 
degrees then competed for) not existing, the Powers reserved 
to examine later on the question of these examinations. 

I voted against this proposition, which in my opinion 
would leave the whole question unsettled. 

The Russian Minister after this proposed that the 
metropolitan examinations at Peking should be allowed for 
graduates only of provinces in which foreigners had not been 
massacred or been subjected to cruel treatment 

I voted for this proposition, as I did not think 


it was the intention,.of the United States at least to punish

people from those provinces of China which had taken absolutely 


no part in the anti-foreign movement of last year. Neither 


of these two propositions, however, securing a majority of 


votes, the question is again deferred for future consideration. 


The Russian Minister informed the Conference that he 


had received from his Government instructions to accept the

military authority as long as international troops in any 
considerable number are stationed there.

other hand no doubt can be entertained that the transmission

In the probable case of such a commander in ohiet not 
being appointed I believe, as formerly, and without any 
reservation, that nothing better could be done than to allow 
the Provisional Council to subsist, while pledging it to add: 
Chinese functionaries gradually and always in increasing 
numbers in its administration. 

The fact that the work of the Council extends exclusively 
to the Chinese City of Tientsin and other Chinese territopby , 
while that of the Gomeular Body is essentially limited to the 
concessions seems to make it quite possible that the two 
‘ie0rperations should exercise their duties without at all 
clashing, and it will uliie eutasen of tact on the part of 
the one and the other to escape all misunderstanding. 

I take the liberty of again submitting to the consider 


ation of the Diplematic Corps the question of eventually 


deciding whether it would not be desirable in the future

I have the honor to hand you herewith a copy of an 
eenclosure transmitted here in a despatch from the United 
States Consul at Chefoo (No.416, May 20, 1901). 

It shows claims presented by Messrs. Crawford and Hudson, 
which it appears the Governor of Shantung, in his desire to 
appease the missionaries, has agreed to pay. It seems to me 
unfortwmate that the missionary, owing to his peculiar status, 
can present and recover damages that an ordinary resident 
of the country will be precluded from doing under the rules 
recently adopted by the Foreign Representatives. (See Mr. 
Rockhill's despatch No. 42, March 14, 1901). I have refer- 
ence te travelling expenses to and from the United States, 
ane extra living expenses while there.

caused no end of criticism and i11 feeling, especially in 
this province, and cus foreigners as well as Chinese. They 
have themselves gone into the country and assessed damages 
on the various villages where christians had been killed 
or their property destroyed. As they have generally been 
accompanied by soldiers, such settlements were in fact force- 
ably made, the presence of the soldiers making them such 
whether they accompanied the missionaries simply as a guard 
or not. 

In Shansi, the Governor has set aside 200,000 taels to 
be fairly divided between the Protestants and Catholics, 
thus preventing the certain quarrels and strife that will 
surely follow direct settlements made by the missionaries 
themselves. So far as I know this course has been followed 
in the province of Shansi only. 

While it might be at times a source of great annoyance 
and trouble to our Consuls and the Legation, I think in the 


end it would prove to the best interests of the missionaries 


and their work if they were precluded from any official inter- 


course whatever with the local officials on matters

it will be possible or not te bring the matter speedily to a sue- 
eessful issue it is impossible at present to say. The present 
needs of the government are very creat, and if there be any way of 
preceeding we ought to exhaust every effort in eonsidering the 
matter. We have already requested the foreign merchants to ceive 

a careful statenent of their opinion. Their feeling is that the 
collection of Likin everywhere creates difficulties and lacks 

any @efinite systen. It results,too, in creat hindrance to 

their trade. They believe that, if it be pessible to levy Likin 
according to a fixed rate and put its eolleetion wnder the control 
of the Imperial Maritine Customs, it would be a far more simple 
and senvyenient arrangement and would lead, as they hope, to a 
large inerease in the consumption of their wares. They say that 
although they would pay heavier duties they would escape the 
Srineyanes of arbitrary exactions and delays. They would doubtless 
give their eonsent. What we are now considering, the eombining 
of the Likin and Customs duties, has special reference to foreign 
imports. The Likin on native goods vould remain in all eases as 
heretofore. Ye prepose moreover that the half duty heretofore 
paid on native exports shall be changed into a Likin tax to off- 
set the less of the Likin on foreign goods caused by placing ite 
e0llection under theeontroel of the Imperial Maritime Customs. 
Thus there will really be no injury done to the Likin of any 
provines. The details of the proposed method are set forth in 
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pid Peperte, whieh we inelose for the consideration of Your 

Maj + The method recommended has been exarined in detail 
‘ie hinesisoliitia with Sir Robert Hart, and it is his opinion that 
we may open negotiations on this basis, after which in due t ire 
a. detailed staterent will be made to the Taung-1i Yamen, that 
they may act aceordingly. As in duty bound we make this secret 
report, that we may learn whether or not it meets with the ap- 


preéval of Your Majesty, and we humbly pray Your Majesties, the 
Empress Dowarer and the Frperer, to exarine it and instruet us.

We have the honor to respectfully present the fellowing details of 
& Plan prepared by us, for inereasing the Customs Revenues, which 
we submit for Your Majesty's inspection. 

1. The Duty on Poreign Imports. Sir Robert Hart has nade & eare- 
ful examination ef the list of imports, and, estizating values 
aceording to present prices, has prepared a comparative table, He 
recommends that the dutges on these articles which at present are 
taxed less than 5% ad valorem should be inereased to that anount, 
and where the duty is above at ad valorem it should be decreased 
accordingly. He also sugcests that all geods formerly on the free 
list should be entered on the dutiable list aecording to value. 

We réverentiy propese that a uniform duty of 18% ad valoren, 
caleulat@@iacecording to the list of present prices, should be 
Levied on all geods alike and that, aceording to the method en- 
pioyed in the vase of foreign opium,the Likin and the Custom du- 
ties should be combined in one tax. Ascording to the former tariff 
list fereign imports paid Tis 5 for every Tis 166 value and, whm 

sent inland, an additional half duty of 2-1/2% in lieu ef the 
Likin te be eolleeted aleng the road. Now we propose that an add - 
tional tax of 7-1/2% be added to off-set the local tax at the 
place of destination. Thus every Tis, 1660 worth of geods,havir; 
ite duties doubled and eollected in one sum by the Imperial Mari-~- 
time Custome,will pay on entry the sum of Tis 15 as a full dis- 
charce for all dues. On being sent inland in the course of trade 
no further tax will be added. 

Examination shews that the receipts from the duties on imports 
for 1899 amounted to Tis 6,750,606, Sir Rebert Hart in his report 
says that by taking the list of artieles mentioned in his compar 
ative table as a basis, he calevlates that a new assessrent ac-

rding to present priges would add to the receipts from import 
, something like fis 5,000,000, ana ke further states that, by 
1 “making the duty 157 ad valoren,the total receipts from the sonm- 
bined @uty and Tikin on imports would be double what they have 
been heretofore, 

Fe ‘The Duty on Native Pxports. Sir Rebert Hart has already made 


& eareful examination of the list ef native exports, and estinat- 
ing values in accordance with present prices, has prepared a com- 
parative table. In his opinion the matter of inoreasing the duty 
On these goods which do not now pay id ad valorem and decreasing 
it on those which pay over that amount is one that must first be 
deliberated upon before being decided. He suggests, alse,that all 
items omginally not on the tariff list should be placed there. 
We reverentiy propose that wherever the asseserent fmlils below 
5% ad valorem, calculated according te the list of present prices, 
it shali be increased, and that where it is already over 5% it 
shala be decreased. We further sugcest that,in accordance with 

the former tariff regulations,all native exports te foreign coun- 
tries shall pay only one full duty of yi and one half duty of 
2-1/2, making the whole tax 7-1/2 ad valorem, and that, in order 
te enesurage Chinese trade, no increase shall be made in this duty 
Heretofore foreign merchants coing into the interior to trade in 
native goeds,if provided with a Transit Pass,paid a half duty 

but paid ng Likin, and these without Transit Passes paid Likin 

but nghnalt duty. We now propose to issue a document to those 
geing inland ard direst all alike to pay the full Likin eharges 
te the aneount of a half duty, but to allow such persons, on @ex~ 
porting their geods, to present te the Maritime Customs their 
proofs of Likin payment and,if it shall appear that they have paid 
more than the half duty,to reeover from the Custorns the over- 
payment. The Customs, in turn,shall require the Lixin to refund 
te them this amount. No return shall be made to these not hav ing 
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| above-nent ioned. This is done to put an end te the 
apresentations that are made in the cenduet of this inland 


‘An @xemination of the export list shows that silk and tea are 
the principal items. The duty on silk is about 5% ad valoren, arm 
it will not be convenient to consider any inerease. The dut on 
tea is over 6% ad valorem, and we oucht for the sake of uni ore- 
ity te reduce it to 5%, caleulated on the present rarket prive. 
The mise@lianseus iters on which the duty may be increased are 
perhaps not equal in valve to the two articles above-nentioned. 
Examination shows that the teas ef India and Japan pay no inland 
tax or export duty,and their trade, therefore, is daily inereas~ 
ing. The Chinese merchants, on this aceount, are heavily handi- 
capped. If we do not lessen the duty, the tea trade rvst Beeline, 
and the receipts from duty thereon will decrease. If we alias 
the duty, the tea trade will freatly extend end the receipts fron 
duty srow larger. If the plan for combining Customs duties and 
Likin should be earried inte effect the evident loss on the tea 
duty will be compénsated for by the inereased receipts from duties 

on foreign foe0ds. Moreover,within a few vears the exports of tea 
will ineréas@, and we may hope still further to lessen the assess: 

ment. tf the desrease of the tea duty sheuld prove to be of no 
pretit te the trade,at the expiration of the period we may, if 
still desired, ¢ensider an increase, or the Likin at the place cof 
produetion inland may be increased without injury to the Custems 
revenue. 

3. The likin Tax on Native Goods. The Likin ard Native Custonus 
duties on native products in all provinees will be collested in 
everyease aceording to the old regulations, and are not affected 
by the new regulations of the revised tariff. 


We reverently propose that,as native foods in every province 
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have. first te pay the inland tax on native products before being 
gold $0 foreign werchants, this tax shall de paid according to

the amount of this tax, as has been done heretofore. 
vor toatance, 4¥.,: as new preposed, the tax on tea be decreased, 
this ‘thland duty must not at orce be changed. We ought to wait 
and see how the trade does and then decide. 


“After native fpoeds are sold to foreign merchants, according to 
the new regulation which we now propose,these merchants must take 
with them a perrit to earry foods fror. the interior to the sea- 
ports, but they shall still pay Likin as usnal,. It is unlikely,how- 
ever,that the foreign merchants will be willing te pay duties at 
every native Custom iouse or Rikin station which they may pass, 
Orders should perhaps be issued to the first Likin station where 
duty is collected to eollect full Likin to the amount of the Cus- 
toms half duty and issue a Likin station stamped ree@e ipt,and ther e- 
— after when passinr Custom houses and Likin stations, this reseipt 
will he @xarined by the officials,who will permit the goods to 
pass. Thus the foreign merchants,it wovld seer, will have nothing 
to complain about. 

As to the trade between one province and another,this will ¢con- 
tinue im All eases to pay the usual Likin eolleected along the 
route.

| have prepared to objections which may be made to the planpro- 
ened for inereasing the Customs revenue. 

One may gay;-"If the inerease of duties de really profitable to 
China, sertiaps the foreign governments will de unwilling te agree 
to it. The proposal has been already twiee made but nothing was | 


acéouplished. The present tine is even less propitious. What rea- 


son have we for hoping that they will consent?” 
We answer;- The inérease of the duties was not originally what 
the fereigners desired, but the treaties expressly provide that, 
at the expiration of the term, the Tariff may be revised. The 
former discussions, being devoted especially to the value of the 
Pound, the Marquis of Salisbury, in his reply theretofore, agrued 
that the geld Pound had no fixed value (?) Now it is preposed te | 
estimate values according te present prices and to inerease the as 
sesenent on these articles which wight te have an inerease and to 
lessen it on those where the tax should be degumemed. It would 
seem that this arrangement might be agreed to. As to the plan for 
combining the Customs and Likin duties in one levy, we have al- 
ready asked the opinions of foreign merchants, who say emphati- 
cally that the Likin ereates difficulties and is insonvenient, If 
advantage ean be taken 6 f this oecasion, when foreign goverments 
have ‘no troubles en hand to distract their attention, to revise 
the Tariff and te diseuss the wien ef Likin and Custems duties 
in ene tax, it is the opinion of Sir Rebert Hart that the foreim 
merchants wild ne doubt be delighted to premptiy agree to a 
large inerease in the Custexs duties. 

It may be said;-"If the duties on foreign imports be greatiy 
inereased, the trade in foreign goods will perhaps be inpeded, 
and this will result in injury to the Custems revenue also." 
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“1Re . 
ve Feply:-the Chinese have now grown accustomed to the use of 
roreten | goods and those who purchase them are all people of nears 
ant tess nat to be affected by this change. That is now proposed 
is that no additional tax should be levied on the values of nat- 
ive Produce. In. the matter of tea, indeed, it is prepesed to leasen 
‘the « duty. Thus native goods will ie an increase of cirenlation, 
and foreign mnerehants, seeking the profits te be feund in trans- 
porting and trading in native goods,will use the preeeeds from the 
sale of these native goods to buy foreign goods te bring te China

in erder that they may save the cost of exchange between cold and 
silver. By no méans will there be any injury te trade or harm to 
the Customs revenue. 

It may be said:-"Likin has now been collected for many years, 
and although it has produced rmany evils and diffieulties there is 
now a pian under sensideration to farm it out, which ought to re- 
sult in an inerease of the Likin revenue. Would not this be mueh 
petter than inere@asing the Custems duties?* 

We reply;- The farming of the Likin eanmnet be successfully ac- 
complished unless the power be placed in the hands ef the centry 
or merchants. If this be done we will still have the sane old 
troubles. Besides it is unlikely that the plan ean be operated 
outeide the Previnee of Kuangtung. Pormerly the Likin on opitwm 
was thus manazed, and all serts of evils resulted. When the Likin 
and Customs duty (on opium) had been combined, the rece ipts were 
several tines greater than from the farming of the Likin, and the 
evils of pilfering were renoved., The annwal revenue of the gov- 
ernment, too, was inereased by several millions. This is elear 
evidence. 

Seme one may say;-"The control of the Imperial Maritine Customs 
is entirely in the hands of the foreigner and, should any trouble 
arise, it is possible the whele revenue of the Custems would be 
seised by foreigners. It is net nearly se satisfactory as in the 
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case of the Likin, whieh is entirely under the eentrel of Chinese 
We reply;- Although the Commissioners of Customs have authority 
te estimate values and to examine goods,the Superintendent ef Cus 
toms (i.e., the Custers Tactai), at each station, has sentrol of 
the Oustors Bank, and every merchant, whether Chinese or fereicn, 
goes with his Custems deeunents and pays his duties inte the Bank, 
whose funds rerain entirely under the contrel of the Superinten- 
gent of Customs. Therefore the authority te receive and use the 
funds belongs to the Superintendent of Customs and not te the Cor- 
missioner. 

Some one ray sayj;- “Should any trouble arise along the eoast, the 
eoilection ef evstors duties will be difficult and not se satis- 
factory as in the ease of the Likin, which has ne troublesene 
connection with the coast." 

We reply;j-In 1966,1884 and 1894 there were troubles at the 
sea-ports, yet the imports fron foreign countries and experts 
therets paid duties as usual, and even the nations at war with w 
appointed ether coverments to act for them. We heard nothing of 
duties net being collected. Should it come te a blockade ef the 
ports, and there be no duties to eollect, there will certainly not 
be at such a tame any likin, either on imports or exports. 

Some One may say;-"*Shoeuld the bikin and Customs duty eon foreign 
goods be combined, although the Board of Revenve may have its 
reeeipts ereatly increased, the Provincial Likin colleeted on va- 
rious sorts of czoods will be ninus that on foreign articles, and 
it will be impossible that this revenue will not decrease. Will 
the provinéial authorities and subordinates avoid making a dis- 
turbance?* 

We reply;- At this Juneture we are considering the diffieulty 
of suppRy ing the army @stinates. (f we are able to add but a nil 
Lien Tasis or se te the annual incone it is with great difficulty 
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how much more must the addition of several millions, every year 
for sone tine to cone, to the revenue, be eonsidered a matter of 
oritical importance. To devise a plan which will completely serve 
the public interests one must take the total revenue of the whole 
Pupire into consideration (14.@., consider the interests of 

the Expire rather than any provinces), he must note what taxes are 
heavy, what are light, and the amounts toe be gathered from each. 
He must not allow himself to be perturbed by the mutterings ef the 
crowd. Formerly when the Likin and Customs duties on foreign 
opium were combined in one levy, doing away with the Likin on 
this article, then, too, in every provinee, there was a great 
uprear and much troublesome talk. 

Tt will be fortunate if the Court will firmly lay hold of this 
matter and settle it. And if the plan ean thus be put into eper- 
ation, each year there will be an inerease of several millions in 

the revenue. We have already thoroughly canvassed the matter with 
Sir Rebert Hart and are of epinien that the former half duty eol- 
leeted on native exports sheuld be eollected by the Likin Gffice 
and pertain to it, and the former half duty en foreign imports 
should co te the Imperial Maritixe Custors. Generally speaking the 
annual receipts from foreign goods from four-tenths of the total 
Likin, and that from native goods six-tenths. The provineial 
offices therefere will reeeive the six-tenths coming from native 
geeds, and although lesing the four-tenths derived from foreign 


geeds, it is not a matter to make a fuss about.

"what they haye suggested coneerning the combination in one 
"levy of Customs Puties and Likin on imports, and the change 
"of the half duty on native exports inte a Likin charre to 
*"sompensatée the Likin Office for its lesses, and decide whether 
"or not these changes will be benefielal or hurtful te the 
"Previneial Likin revenues, and then issue an EFdiet directing 
"Sheng and the others te earefully manage the matter aceord- 
"ingly. The affair is one which has very important hearings, 
"and we therefore appoint the Princes and Ministers of the 
*"Tsung-11i1 Yanen and the members of the Board of Revenue to 
“earefully deliberate torether and report upon @ach séction 
"ef the memorial of Sheng and Nieh. Let there be no neglect. 
"We send herewith for your perusal a copy of the merorial of 
"Sheng @¢ al, and two inclosures. Respect this." 


Having Yeseived from the Grand Council a copy of the abdve we

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Im our humble opinion the principal points in the proposed plan 

for inereasing the customs duties are 

- BRS Te Tevise the assessrent of duties on exports and imports in 

re wit present prices. 

. To place Sereagn tobhesos, wines, ete., on the dutiable list, 
an them to pay duty at the usual rates. And, lest foreigners 

showld de unwilling te eensent te this, 


5.To have the Likin on foreign goods collected by the Imperial 
Mar itine Customs, and, to eompensate the Provincial Likin Offices 
for any loss of reseipts, to have the half duty on native exports 
eonverted inte a Likin eharre and handed ever to the likin Offices 
The proposed plan, it is true, has been earefully deliberated 
upen in eonseultation with Sir Robert Hart, and both Sheng and Sir 
Robert Hart have spent much time and thoucht upen the subject and 
have memorialised the Throne requesting the Gevernnment to epen 
negotiations on this basis. But, as to whether the plan will be of 
benefit er injury, and whether the said benefit or injury will be 
light or heavy, these are questions that ean not be settled off 
hand. We therefore reverently present the fellowing detailed re- 
port te Your Majesties the Empress Dowarer and Emperorj- 

It is clearly set forth in the cormmereial treaties that articles 
of export and import,not enumerated in the Tariff List nor in the 
List of Guty free goods, shall pay duty at the rate of 57 ad vale 
oren, ealoulates on the market value of the goods. 

Tt is now proposed te revise the tariff and eause all imports 
and experts to pay a uniform duty of 5% ad valorem, calcwlated ac- 
cording te present market prices. According to Sir Robert Hart's 
representation, this will prebably add about T1s.3,0C00,G660 per 
annum te impert duty receipts. According to the staterent of H.F. 
Sheng, the report of the Inspector General of the Imperial Mari- 
time Custems for last year cives the imports, aside fron opiur, 
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as ‘worth Tls 926, 955, GCC and ovar, while the duty ebtained on th 
sane anounted tO something more than Tls 6,686,600, i.e., less 
than Ea ad valoren. Tf the tariff should be altered to an effect- 
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ive we aa valorer it is calculated that the revenue from imports 
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would de raised to Tis 9,6¢60,6C¢6 or thereaboute s This has refer- 


ones merely to the duty on foreign imports. As to the duty on 


native exports, it has net vet been elearly reported whether the 
prepesed change would lead to an inerease or decrease cf receipts. 
Whether,in the ease of a new uniform assessnent upen all exports 
and imports, those on which the duty is less than formerly will 
have an increased trade and those on whieh the duty is greater 
show a déeclineé<upon these things the original memorial makes no 
prediction,except to say that,according to the comparative tables 
of the Inspector General,although each article on the tariff list 
must show either an inerease or decrease of duty, the decrease 
will be léss than the inerease; in other words the plan will re- 
sult in cain rather than loss. It may be believed therefore that 
the revision of the tariff, in accordance with present market 
priees, will prebably result in considerable cain and no serious 
disadvantage. As to the imports and exports on the free list, 
the comme@reial treaties say;- 
"Aside from cold and silver bullion, foreign noney, and per- 
"sonal baggage, eonceerning which there need be no diseussion, 
“all other artibles, on being carried inland, must pay duty 
“aseording te the usual rates.* 
Heretofore foreign wines, tobdacce and cigars, foreign drugs, fur- 
niture ete. have found a market in nearly every provinee. Miseel- 
laneous articles of househeld use and ships' stores, however, no 
matter where transported, are all withovt further definition ex- 
empt from duty. Trade in these &rticles, therefore, daily increas- 
@s, and thé lees to the revenue is therefore very great and is 
continually growing .There oucht ,.moreover,to be a limit fixed as to 
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the aroun’ of goeds that may be imported free for the use of the 
officials and merehants of various countries. 

Having arrived now at the period of treaty revision, it is pro- 
poapa by Sheng and others that a classified list of the above- 
mentioned misee@llansous articles (i. ¢., of those te be admitted 
free of duty), to be prepared by the Inspector General, shall de 
appended to the treaty, in order te aveid confusion, and that if 
these articles are sent inland te be seld, they shall pay duty at 


the usual rates. It is estimated that this preeedure would add 
Tis. 1,666 GCC to the Customs receipts. 

If the articles on the duty-free list are thus transferred to 
the dutiable list we are convineed that considerable cain to the 
revenue will result without any disadvantage. 

Likin on fereign geods was formerly collected in all the prev- 
inees, and when it was wrepesed to inerease the Customs duty on 
foreign goods, it was sugszested that the Likin and Custems duty on 
sush imports micht be united in one levy, as in the ease of for- 
eign opium. This is a matter of record. If the Likin on foreign 
imports is te be placed under the control of the Imperial Maritine 
Custens for colleetion, then we ought to know first what propor- 
tien of the annual Likin receipts in each provine@® comes from 
Likin on fer@ign goods, and also to estimate beforehand how much 
will be added to the Custons receipts by this combination of 
Likin with the bitities duty. 
sqmething te co on as a basis. Now examination shows that the 


With sueh a statement we wevld have 


Likin reported from the provinees amounts to about T1is.16,60¢C,CCO 
per annus. Making allowanee for the probable growth of trade we 
may reckon the whole as Tis. 26,666,060. Aecording to a recent 
telegram foreign goods contribute three-tenths and native seven- 
tenths of this amount. Calculating wpen this basis the Likin 
from foreign goods amounts te Tis. 6,666,006 per annum, In 
recent years the full duty on foreign imports has anounted to 
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over Tis. 6,666,666 per annum, and the half duty paid for 

inland transit on such goods as have been sent inte the 

interior has anounted really to seme Tis. 666,666 or sore. 

If we proceed according te the pian proposed by H. F,Sheng, adding 
2-1/2% to the duties on all foreign imports, this half auty ought 


te préduee over Tis.3,060,G666 each years Tf we first revise the 


duty on foreign goods according te present prices,the Customs du- 
ty on imports should amount to Tis.9,6660,666 and mor@,and the half 
duty for inland transit te over T1s.4,660,606, Sueh result econ- 
pared with the former full and half duty receipts would give us an 
inerease of over Tis 6,066,G6CC. If in addition we double the Li- 
kin on foreign goeods,and give its eollection to the Imperial 
Maritime Custons,there would be added over T1s.6,¢600,CG6 more. 
(This has referenee to the proposal to make the full charze 18” 
ad valorem). This would certainly be a very profitable arrangerent 
At present, however,foreign flags are very prospereus, and Chi- 
nes@ merchants are continually baerrowing the names of foreign 
firms in order te evade the Likin. if then we were te cive the 
eeliection of the Likin on foreign goods to the Imperial Maritire 
Customs, eeombining it with the Customs duties, the native goods 
that will falsely assune the name of foreign goods will greatly 
inepeuss in amount, and the inland Likin will suffer eonsiderable 
less. tf hereafter by this methed native goods succeed in @seap- 
ing examination, doubtless other evils would come upj;and,mhould we 
then prepese to restore the former plan and compel foreign goods 
te pay Likin,we shall prebably find that,having lost scontrel of 
this revenue,it will be diffieult toe recover it. The Likin is a 
most important item of the revenue,and the consequense attending 
ite inerease or decline are very creat. Surely the matter is not 
ene te be elassed in the same eaterzory with that of combining tre 
Likin and duty on foreign opium. Granting that the union of the 
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Likin and Customs duty on foreign geods and its collection by the 
Imperial Maritime Custems may have great advantages, it will also 
be attended by serious evils. Hesetefore the half duty on native 
exports tas been collected by the Imperial Maritime Customs, It is 
new proposed that, should the Likin on foreign goods be turned ever ~ 
te the TInperial Maritime Customs, as suggested, and combined with 


the Customs duties in one assessnent, this half duty on native ex- 


ports shall be converted into a Likin charge,to make up for the 
less which the Likin Gffiece will sustain. It would seen, then, that 
the provincial treasuries will not suffer merely a slight loss. 
Examination shows that the Likin on foreign goods amounts to Tls. 
6,600,006 per annum, while the half duty on native experts last 
year was Only a little more than Tis 156,6CCG. Certaarnly these a- 
mounts é¢annot be considered as off<-setting one another. It is said 
moreover that foreign merchants like toe have things conveniently 
arranged and dislike trouble and diff ieulty.H.F.Sheng and others, 
in their nemorial, said that they had asked the opinion ef fereircn 
méerechants,arm@ that the view of the latter was that the Likin every 
where ereated difficulties,that it lacked system and was very 
disadvantageous to their trade,that the Likin and Customs duties 
ought to be combined. H.h.thegirepeated his recommendation that 
the half duty on native experts should be ecoebverted into a Likin 
charge. Would the foreign merchants censent to this?Sueh a change 
‘ would net Tulfill the original purpose of the Likin»tax. A eare- 
ful @xamination shows that the amounts are not a balance for one 
another; and to regard the former half duty as one te be heither 
inereased nor diminished,and yet vainly a@ der the Likin Office 

and Imperial Maritime Customs to each exanine and return any over - 
payment would be te reduce both to mutual confusion. The "great 
gain” thus may be reekoned as one that will surely disappear, 

and the “slight evilse* as altegether unavoidable. If it be 

said that the matter is one of no great cain or less, why go 

to se much trouble te make a vain ehange? 
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The proposal of H.F.Sheng and others to convert the half duty 

‘on native goods into Likin it does not seex worth while to dis- 
euss. Although the combination of the Likin with the Custons duty 
on foreign geeds is called a plan for the inerease of Custorns duty 
ft is really one for the abolition of Iikin. The @isadvantages 
are really as great as the benefit,and the matter is not one to te 
lightly considered. 

As te the revision of the duties on imports and exports accord- 


ing to present prieés,and the placing of foreign tobasoos,wines, 


ete. on the dutiable list,in ovr humble opinion the plan is one 

- which will result in great gain with but slicht injury,or one may 
say there will be cain and no less,and it would seer. that in both 
these matters we might act according to the suggestion of I!.F,. 
Sheng as set forth in his original renmorial. 

During eur deliberations on the ist of the Third Meen, we re- 
ceived from the Grand Couneil a communication inclosing the nere- 
rial of the Censor,Nsu Yu-sheng, to the effect that the inerease 
of the Customs duties and the abolition of Likin was a matter of 
great eonsequenes®, and that the change was not to be lightly son- 
sidered. Gn the ith ef the Third Yoon we reseived another conm- 
munication transmitting the report of Pao Hsin-tseng, Secretary 
ef the Grand Ceuncil, which he hadasked the Grand Coungil te hand 
us BS & Bererial to the Throne,setting forth the important sense- 
quenees attending an increase of the Custorns duties,diseussing 
the pros and cons as to the operation of the plan or otherwise, 
enumerating the advantages and disadvantages of each course. The 
communication further stated that the GRHRG Council had received 
an Imperial Fdict, ordering them to notify the Tsung-1i Yamen and 
the Beard of Revenue that the above-mentioned nexorials soncerned 
the affair eon whieh H.E.Sheng had memorialized,and to command 


them te carefully consider these suggestions and report upon ther. 
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a As to the memorial of the Censor, Nasu Yu-sheng, saying that, if 
Toreign goods should escape “Akin,the loss from 4llieit trade in 


native goods would be greatly inereased,and that the use of for- 
@ign officials would cost infinitely mere than the employre:t of 
native Likin officers; and as to the report of the Seeretary of 
the Grand Couneil, Pao Hsin-tseng, asserting that the revision of 
the tariff according to present prices and the putting of foreign 
tebaceos and wines on the dutiable list,whether the revenue fron 
these sources be creat. or srall,would be the recovery of revenues 
heretofore lost, etc.,ete.-neither memorial is wanting in force. 
It has deen said that it is very diffisult at present to obtain 
the necessary funds for the support. of the Goverment,and that if 
ten millions or more 6an be added to the annual reseipts the situ- 
ation will be greatly improved. But there must be some cartain 
gsreund te ge on before one présures to memorialize and request a 
sertain course to be taken. Gne can not rerard mere cuesses as 
theuch they were the results of lene experience. The matter is ene 
of serious consequences. All the “Ministers who have any eonnect ion 
with the manacerent of this matter or any responsibility in fi- 
nancial affairs ought te inquire into the advantages and disad- 
Vantaces and balance the pros and cons,in order to core to sone 
definite seonelivueien. Ye have to request that an Fdiect be issued 
commanding the Superintendents of Trade in the North and Seuth, 
the Vieeréys of the two Kuang, of the two Hu, and of Sachuen and 
of the Ming-Che Provinees,torether with the Covernors of Kiangse, 
Anhui, Kiangsi,C-ehkiang and Shantung,to exarine the original nem- 
crial and inslosures,subdmitted by H.%.Sheng and others,and after 
consultation te reply te ne on each item,each reporting What the 
advantages or disadvantaces will te ,considering the real eondi-~

"The Board ef Revenue and the Tsunzli Yamen have memorialized 
"us and later submitted a supplementary statement concerning 
"the proposals of Sheng Heuan-huall and others for the inerease 
"of the Custozs duties. The duty on foreign goods is a very 
"important item in the annual income of the Goverment. Some 
"time sineé,on account of the deficit in the revenue, we ¢@s- 
"necially appointed Sheng Nsuan-huai and Nieh Chi-kue¥ to con~ 
"sult together with Sir Robert Hart, to investigate the pre- 
*posal for Bre inerease of the Customs duties, and propose a 
"method of dealing with the subject in accordance with the 
"treaties. The plan proposed by Sheng and others was, that 

"the tariff on exports and imports should be revised in aecord- 
*anee with present prices, and that foreign tobaceo, wines, etc.

Se as to furnish the Chinese Gevernment the opportunity 
of proving its good will and its ability to maintain with its 
own Tortes tranquility and order in the country, I have agreed 
with the Grand Secretary,Li Hung-Chang,that beginning on the 
26th of the present month,the Chinese regular troops shall 
have full liberty ef moving abeut in the region to the north 
and to the east of the line of Cha tao,Huai ju,Ping Ku Hsien, 
San he Hsien,Pan ti Hsien (including these localities ) and 
shall be charged with repressing brigandage. 

In the south also,in conf@rmity with the wish 
expressed by Your Excellency that Sin lo should be the extreme 
point of the eccupation in the south,I have drawn the line of 
demarkation of the points eeccupied by the allied treoeps so that 
it fellews now the course of the Mu-chu Ho,to the north of Ho 
Kien and to the south of Sin le. 

I have the honor to request Your Excellency, 
in case you agree with me,to inform the treops under your 
erders of the above facts and to be so kind as to request them 
not te interfere with the movements of the Chinese troops,passes 
having been delivered to the Chinese Generals in question 
within the region which is assigned to them, and under no cir- 
cumstances te attack then. 


Furthermore,I have requested the Grand Secretary te 
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. inform me eg of the places to which he intends bring- 
‘ ing Chinese troops in greater number's , 36 hat in the case of 
@ an eventual evacuation by the allies of the cities of Peking 
and Paoting-fu they can undertake the rapid occupation ef these 
points.

After acknowledging the receipt of the communication of 
the Representatives of the Powers, the Chinese Plenipotentiar- 


ies continue as follews : 
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In considering @ aie iene despateh the question of 
indemnities, we explained to Your Excellency the penury 
of the Chinese erent, 

- j In your last communication Your Excellency is;pleased 
to call our attention to the fact that the annual payments 
of Fifteen millions of saete which we proposed only repre- 
sent the capital, and you now call our attention to the 


question of interest. 

"Ag we on our side had already considered that besides 
the capital there had alse to be taken into consideration the 
question of annual interest at 4 per cent., we had already, 
by telegram, submitted to the Throne propositions on this 
subject, and in reply we have received an Imperial Edict 


stating that “The figure of Four Hundred and Fifty Millions oa 


indemnities 
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the Powers; with interest at 4 per 


cent. is approved", and we are commanded to take the neces- 
sary measures to carry out tits ae | 

We have, therefore, ouiy to woe with the orders of 
the Throne. 

Never=-the-less this obligec us te recall to Your 
Excellency’ that the finantial resources of China are so 
restricted that nothing more can be taken from them possibly 
beyond the Fifteen Millions of Taels which we have already 
proposed to Your Excellency to devote specially to the pay- 
ment of sya. “ora. but as this sum must not only supply. 
payment of the Gesataa: but also that of interest, we have no 
other alternative to propose than to proleng the term of pay- 
ments ,whioh we had in the first piace fixed at thirty years, 
in such a way that the inatalnente paid during the first 
period of thie term thus extended shall be considered as 
destined to extinguish the capital, while those made during 
tHe second period shall be applied to liquidating the interest 
account, after which all payments would tien cease through 


the extinction of the debt. - 


The Imperial Maritime Customs already entrusted as 
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we had proposed, with iis payments of the capital, would 
likewise be entrusted with the payments on account of inter- 
est. As to the amount of the annual interest it would be 
understood that it would decrease proportionately every year, 
according to the progressive reduction of the capital. 

We have the honor to request Your Excellency to kindly 
inform us what you think of the plan we suggest above to pay 
off both capital and interest, or if in your opinion it would 
not be better to consider a portion of the Fifteen Millions 
paid annually as an instalment on the capital to be paid 
off, and the balance as an instalment on the interest. These 
details require a careful examination, and demand a previous 
and full understanding between the parties.

China having thus shown its good will in rae to 
the demands of the Powers on the question of the indemnity, 
and in taking all the peconeery steps to insure an integral 
payment of it, we hope to have soon the satisfaction of learn~- 
ing that the Powers are in a position to fix an early date 
for the evacuation. 

We have the honor to request Your Excellency to kindly 


communicate the above to the Representatives of the Powers. 
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
